F. íe c u tiv 2 M ansion, W ash in g to n , Au­ 
gust 5th—7 F. M.—The President has passed 
another good day. The appearance of the 
wound and the character and amount of the 
discharge of pus continues satisfactory. He 
has taken an adequate amount' of nourish­ 
ment, and has had several pleasant naps dur­ 
ing the day. At 12:30 p. si. his pulse was 08, 
temperature 98, respiration 18. After 4 P. 
si. his temperature began to rise, as usual, 
but to a moderate degree. At present his 
pulse is 102, temperature 100.4, respiration

.Mysterious Contare of Irishmen. 
C hicago, August 5th.—It has just been 
discovered that ever since Monday forenoon 
a mysterious conclave of prominent Irish­ 
men. numbering something like a hundred, 
has been in session at one of the hotels in 
ibis city. Their deliberations have been held 
under lock and key, and in a room padded 
and the floor covered with sawdust and 
otherwise secluded. There are present John 
Warren, of Lowell, Mass., a strong friend of 
Ben. Butler; Thos. G. Quinn, a co-laborer of 
Crowe; (irorge J. West, of Provideuce, a 
lawyer, and Secretary of one branch of the 
Land League ; Rev. Father George C. Bates, 
of St. Louis; George C. CuuniDgham, of 
New Haven, ana many other well known 
agitators. Nobody has been let into their 
secrets, and their meetings have excluded all 
reporters. It has, however, leaked out that 
these men are “ the dynamite crowd;” but 
their deliberations are not as to whether 
dynamite shall be used against England, hut 
as to the most feasible way of using it. The 
discussion seemed to take for granted that 
there were Irish patriots as much devoted to 
their ideas as are the Nihilists’band; that 
there would be no difficulty in finding 
Irishmen who would adept the possibility 
or 
even a certainty of death if 
by it they might do great serious^ damage 
to England. The plans were elaborate, it is • 
said, by which dynamite was to be furnished 
ami used in vessels and in cities. They con­ 
sidered the question of how to get better 
manufacturers of infernal machines in the 
United States and in France. Their financial 
condition was reported as being sound, and 
the treasury contained nearly 8100,000 for a 
skirmishing fund. Committees have been ap­ 
pointed to provide for the future, levy a tax 
and raise more. A delegation of City priests 
waited on the members of the conclave to­ 
day, and begged them with solemn abjurations 
and impressive arguments to desist from 
their plots and adjourn at once. Thty re­ 
fused to listen to 3uen arguments and advieo. 
saying that they came here for business and 
were determined to accomplish their purpose. 
The meeting will probably terminate to-mor­ 
row.

The above is from the Times' report. The 
TrtJjvne has the following particulars and con­ 
tradictions : The meeting is composed mainly 
of representatives of the Clan Nagel Society, 
and the Emmet Monument Association, 
founded on Emmet’s declaration that his 
epitaph should not be written until his 
country was free. 
Measures were taken 
to deliver the Irish name and nation 
from the insane ravings of O'Donovan Rossa, 
aod to unite the governing body of the vari­ 
ous organizations into one headquarters out­ 
side of New York or Philadelphia. It was 
decided to use greater exertions to equip the 
Irish revolutionists with war material, and 
lettle the bickerings about the skirmishing 
fund. In the latter connection this meeting 
is merely preliminary to one to be held in 
New York bythe Clan Nagels on the 10th 
instant. 
Tne Association disavows any 
sympathy with the British Government, and 
does not believe in dynamite, except as ap­ 
plied to the destruction of an actual army of 
occupation. They believe anything is justi­ 
fiable by which English power may be driven 
from Ireland. 
(¡«•sip Ab-ut Rev. Dr. T.yng anil Ills 
Clerk. 
N ew York, August 5th.—The .S'rrn says: 
Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, Jr., ami Rev. 
John O. Bache, his assistant in the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, have gone from the min­ 
istry into the life insurance business. Tyng 
is now the Resident Director in Paris of the 
Equitable Company, and Bache is General 
Agent of the same company, having his office 
at No. 83 Liberty street. Tyng and Bache 
have also formed a partnership of their own, 
under the title of John O. Bache A Co. 
When Tyng went to Paris, .Tune 1st, he left 
with I’ache a young man, R. P. Cooper, as 
clerk. Cooper is 28 years of age. and has an 
extremely pleasing address. His fiist ven­ 
ture was to borrow §30, ostensibly to attend 
his mother’s funeral, but really to go on a 
lark to Coney Island. Cooper had been 
given the keys to Tyng’s apartments in Flor­ 
ence Flats, Fourth avenue, and ho would 
occasionally open and air them. He did 
more—he made them a delightful place of 
entertainment for his friends, whom he re­ 
galed in a sumptuous manner among the 
Doctor’s beautiful household goods. After a 
variety of similar adventures the young man 
was dismissed, bnt he has not yet been ar­ 
rested. Hanged Tor XYIfe Morder. 
S yracuse, August 5tb.—Nathan Orlander 
Greenfield was executed this morning for the 
murder of his wife Alice, at Otwell, Oswego 
county, October 15, 18711. The case is re­ 
markable for its stubborn contest in the 
Courts. There were three trials, the jury 
disagreeing once and twice finding him guilty. 
There were three death sentences, and five 
stays and reprieves. The execution took 
place five years and nine months after the 
crime was committed. After so many escapes 
from the gallows, Greenfield was confident 
that he would not be hanged, and be gave up 
hope of a commutation of his sentence only 
under the gallows. The execution took place 
in the jail in the presence of 200 persoos, 
official witnesses and press representatives. 
The prisoner was cool and unconcerned. 
Being asked if he had anything to say, he 
replied, “ Nothing.” The trap was sprung 
at 11 o’clock. A sad scene took place just 
tiefore the execution. The prisoner’s brother 
insisted on standing by him to the last, de­ 
claring him to be innocent. Thia the Sheriff 
refused, as unlawful. Greenfield had an af­ 
fecting interview with his brother and consin 
this morning, and assured them he was inno­ 
cent and ready to die. The chaplain implored 
him to confess. He still protested his inno­ 
cence, and fervently prayed for mercy upon 
himself and his enemies, who had perjured 
themselves on his trial. He went calmly and 
unflinchingly to the scaffold. The Sheriff 
asked if he had any confession to make. He 
said: “ I have none. As Christ is good, it 
is true that I am innocent.” 
M ilitary Reservations on Pnblle Lands. 
W ashington, August 5th.—The Attomev- 
General recently rendered a decision, which 
has been adopted by the Secretary of War 
and concurred in by the Secretary of the 
Interior, relative to the right of the Presi­ 
dent to establish military reservations on 
public lands, the Attorney-GeDeral holding 
that this power is conceded to the Presided 
by the Courts and sanctioned by various Acts 
of Congress ; that Buch reservations may be 
made npon lands claimed for pre-emption bv 
settlers who have not made final proof and 
payment for the lands, bn; that a homestead 


entry segregates the land from the public 
d'main by the original entry; therefore, a 
military reservation cannot be declared upon 
lands entered under the homestead laws. 
The M ississippi Dem ocrats. 
Jack so n , August 5th,—After thirty ballots 
to-day the Convention took a recess, during 
which Stone and Barksdale were very busy 
with their friends. After recess Barksdale 
and Featherstone were withdrawn, aDd Rob­ 
ert Liowerv, an anti-third-termer was nomi­ 
nated. The vote showed 123 to 112 against 
Stone, but on motion of his friends the Con­ 
vention adjourned till to-morrow. 
Lawry was nominated on the 31st ballot by 
a vote of 126 to 112. This is regarded as an 
indorsement of Barksdale. G. D. Sands was 
nominated for Lieutenant-Governor.

St. L ouis, August 5th.—The RtpvUiean's 
Carthage (Mo.) special says: Taylor Under­ 
wood. the leader i f the desperadoes in South­ 
west Missouri, and the murderer of Deputy 
Sheriff McElrnth of Dade county three 
months ago, was arrested at Carthage to­ 
day, after a desperate struggle with detective 
Spike. Three tf Underwood’s gang were 
lynched by citizens of Dade county for beiirg 
concerned in the murder of McElrath. 
Herman - American National Association 
or Teachers. 
Davenport (la.), August 5th.—The Ger­ 
man American National Association of Teach­ 
ers closed a four-days’ session to-dsy by the 
eltc'ion of the following officers : President, 
L. R. Klemm, of Cincinnati; Secretary, H. 
H. Ficke, of Cincinnati ; Treasurer. G. II. 
Berger, of Cincinnati. Directors—I. Keller, 
of Milwaukee; E. H. Hoboken and W. S. 
Hartman, of Detroit; A. L. Soldán, of St. 
Louis ; Const. Grebner, of Baltimore. After 
the committees were appointed the Associa­ 
tion adjourned, to meet in Buffalo next year. 
Stewart’s Remains—Indictm ent for Libel. 
N ew Y ork, August 5tb.—Toe Grand Jury 
have ordered an indictment for libel against 
John W. Look, private detective, who sup­ 
plied the facts for a sensational article re­ 
cently published in the newspapers here re­ 
garding the robbing of A. T. Stewart’s re 
mains. The allege 1 libel consisted in stating 
that Johu F. Barrott had received §12.000 
for returning the bonds stolen from the Man­ 
hattan Bank.

Mongolian Divorce Suit. 
C lev e lan d , August 5th.—Chang Lee, a 
Mongolian laundryirian of means, commenced 
suit here to-day against Elizabeth Lee, who 
was an Irish girl named Elizabeth Moore. 
This is said to be the first Chinese divorce 
suit commenced in Ohio, if not east of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
Rnllroail Celebration. 
D enver (Col.), August 5th.—The open­ 
ing of the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad 
to Durango. 450 miles from Denver, in South­ 
western Colorado, was celebrated there to­ 
day. This is the completion of oue of the 
several extensions of that road now being 
constructed in this State. The extension just 
finished is 200 miles long, beginning at Ala­ 
mosa, on the Rio Grande river, and terminat­ 
ing iii the Animas valley. 
The Distillery Explosion. 
P eoria (111 ), August 5th.—Fourteen 
deaths from the explosion at Woolner’s dis­ 
tillery have thus far occurred. The remain­ 
ing four victims are doing well.

P eoria (III ), August 5th.—P. W. Crowe, 
of infernal machiue notoriety, is about to en­ 
ter the lecture field.

Arrested for Embezzlement. 
N ew Y ork, August 5th.—Geo. Stewart, 
Secretary of the Board of Education, was 
arrested to-night on a charge of haviDg em­ 
bezzled §10,00% 
Unprecedented H eat. 
M ilw aukee, August 5th.—This was the 
warmest day known in. the history of Mil­ 
waukee. A fireman on the steamer City of 
Milwaukee died from the effects of the heat. 
Specials to the Republican from the interior 
of the State report a number of fatal cases of 
sunstroke, and very marty cases of prostra­ 
tion, which will probably prove fatal; also 
four cases of drowning. 
N ew Y ork, August 5th.—There were 39 
sunstrokes here to-day, six fatal. The ther­ 
mometer marked 94" in the shade. The New 
Jersey mills stopped work. It was the 
hottest day of the season in New England. 
Tlie North Carolina Election. 
R aleigh, August 5th.—Seventeen conn- 
ties give a majority of 21,748 against prohibi­ 
tion. The other counties will probably make 
it 60,000 to 70,000. Th9 whites were divided, 
but the negroes were solidly opposed to the 
measure. 
W ilmington, August 5th.—The election 
returns continue unfavorable to the Prohibi­ 
tionists. Every county thus far heard from 
gives a majority against prohibition. The, 
Star has specials from nearly every section of 
the State, and estimates the majority against 
prohibition at 50,000 to 60,000. 
Remains Arrived. 
D etroit, August 5th.—The remains of 
Governor Bagley arrived this morning. His 
funeral will take place Sunday. 
The Virginia Convention. 
R ichm ond, August 5:h.—The Conserva­ 
tive Convention nominated P. W. McKinney 
for Attorney-General to-day, and adjourned 
sine die.

DILMKSITt. 


T rkatmf.nt of S u n strok e.—Sunstroke 
was in many Cincinnati cases, during the 
recent terrible heated term, treated with 
hot water instead of cold. The following 
directions were published by such phy­ 
sicians as favored the plan : “ Lay the 
patient on his back ; loosen the clothing, 
so a» to encourage a free flow of blood ; ex­ 
pose the chest, especially over the region 
of the heart, and with a large cloth, towel 
or sponge freely bathe the head, face, neck 
and chest with hot salt water, as hot as 
can be handled, continually adding more 
hot water, and applying it nntil the patient 
is soft. Use one teaspoonful of salt to 
every quart of hot water. Have the feet 
made bare and rubbed or slapped, and in 
extreme cases apply mnstard poultices. 
Give internally, if a temperate man, a 
tabl spoonful of whisky in hot water ; if a 
drinking maD, nse a little ammonia or 
hartshorn in hot water; if soon after a 
meal, put a teaspoon!u! of yellow mustard 
into a glass of warm water and have the 
patient drink it, following up with more 
until he vomits freely. As he convalesces 
give at first lime water and milk (one- 
fourth lime water and three-fourths milk), 
afterward a liquid diet until the stomach is 
strong enough for solids.” 


The Internal Machine Matter. 
L ondon, August, 5cb.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Hare -nrt, Home Seen ttry.

Brad laugh’* Movement*. 
LONDON. August 5tb.—Bradiaugh did no^ 
appear at Westminster to-day. He appeared 
at the Bow street Police Court, and presented 
an information upon which he demanded a 
summons agairst the police for assault, 
which simply alleged that an assault bad 
been committed on him. The majisM&te said 
tilia was insufficient: that Bradlaugh ap- 
peired to have invited the assault; that he 
should hove refused the summons if all facts 
were before tiim, and certainly should on 
what appeared in the information. Brad- 
Hugh intends to proceed further by a man­ 
damus. 
“ Urgency" for the Supply Bill. 
L ondon, August 5th.—In view of the 
avowed intention of the few Parrieliitr-s to 
obstruct the business of the House of Com­ 
mons. the views of the Opposition have been 
ascertained in regard to “ urgency” for the 
supply bill. The result of this inquiry en­ 
couraged the Government. It is believed 
that it this step is necessary the Opposition 
will cordially co-operate, and it is also be­ 
lieved that the question of releasing some of 
the prisoners in Kilmainharo Jail will be de­ 
liberated upon at an early Cabinet Council. 
The Irish Labor it nr.linn. 
L ondon, August 5th.—It is stated that a 
deputation of prominent Conservatives of 
the House of Commons is ab.ut to go to 
Ireland to inquire into and report upon the 
condition of the laborers living respectively 
under aod working for the resident and the 
nor resident landlords and farmers. The ob­ 
ject of the deputation t9 to form a basis by 
its report for legislation upon the labor ques­ 
tion. 
• Tlllcism from Parnell. 
L ondon. August 5th.—In the House of 
Commons last night, on goiug into the Com 
mittee on Supply, Bameli brought under re­ 
view the suspension of O’Keily (Home Ruler), 
some weeks ago, for characterizing the state­ 
ment of Tottenham (Conservative) as “ lying 
and calumnious.” Parnell areued that the 
standing order under which O'Kelly bad been 
suspended was intended only to check per­ 
sistent obstruction, and not to punish the 
hasty use of language, and he blamed the 
Speaker for not giving him an opportunity of 
withdrawing the language he used on the 1st 
instant, when ho was suspended by a vote of 
the House for persisting, in spite of the 
Speaker’s ruling, in rai.-iug the question of 
the Irish political prisoners. 
Gladstone commented warmly on the lib­ 
erty assumed by Parr.el) of appealing to the 
rules of the House one night, and of insulting 
them the next night, and be severely cec 
sured him for introducing the subject at a 
time when it was impossible for the House 
to pronounce judgment. 
Considering that 
O’Kellv had used the words immediately 
after O’Connor had beer, called to order for 
using the word “ mendacious,’ Gladstone 
thought that the charge against the Speaker 
had completely failed. 
Fifteen Month* at Hurd Labor. 
L ondon, August 5th.—In the Central 
Criminal Court to-day Patrick Talfourd 
Hickey, convicted of threatening to kill 
Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, was 
sentenced to fifteen months’ imprisonment at 
bard labor.

L ondon, August 5th.—The Lancet, says: 
It is to be remembered that unless President 
Garfield’s bullet causes local distmbacce it 
would not be in accordance with modern 
surgical practice to attempt its removal.

The same faculty of sleeping and waking 
af short notice may be utilized for the 
pOTpoeo of taking littls naps whenever 
opportunity offers—in the last half-hour of 
the noontide recess, or during the Bun­ 
combe interacts of a protracted session. 
The inhabitants of al! intertropical coun­ 
tries make the time of re wise a movable 
festival, and during the dog days of our 
torrid summers it would clearly be the 
best plan to imitate their example. 
“ Children must not sleep in the day­ 
time, ’ say» a by-law of our time-dishonored 
Koran of domestic superstitions ; and, not 
satisfied with keeping our little ones at 
school during the drowsy afternoons of 
the summer solstice, we increase their 
misery by stuffing them at the very noon of 
the hottest hours with a mass of greasy (i 
e., heat-produeing and soporific) food. ' Au 
hour after the end of a long, sultrv day 
comes the oooi night-wind, heaven's own 
blessing for all who hunger aud thirst- 
atter fresh air; but no, “ Night-air is in­ 
jurious;” besides, Mrs Grundy objects to 
promenades after dark, so the children 
are driven to their suffocating, unventi­ 
lated bedrooms, not to sleep but to 
swelter, till toward midnight, when 
drowsiness subsides into a sort of lethargy 
which yields only to broad daylight, three 
or four hours after sunrise : “ So much 
the better.” says the fashionable mother, 
who has passed the night at an ice creaui 
ridotto, “ and morning air isn’t healthy, 
either ; most dangerous to leave the house 
before the dew is off the grass.” Only 
the curse of pessimism, our Woful distrust 
of our natural instincts, can explain such 
absurdities. The parched palate’s petition 
ora cooling liquid is not plainer than the 
brain’s craving for post and slumber when a 
high temperature adds its somniferous- 
tendency to the drowsy influence of a full 
mtal. On warm summer days ail Nature 
indulges in a noontide nap ; I have walked 
through tropical forests that were as silent 
under the rays of a vertical snn as a Nor­ 
wegian pine-grove in the dead of a polar 
night ; nor would it be easy to name a 
ringle animal that does not appear sleepy 
after meals. At noon leaf-trees throw their 
densest shade ; even butterflies seek the 
penetralia of the foliage, aud lizirds cling 
lazily to the dark side of the lower 
branches ; every school-teacher knows that 
children feel the drowsy spell of the after­ 
noon sun ; why should they alone be hurt 
by yielding to its promptings? Either 
postpone the principal ineal to the end of 
the day, or increase tho noontide recess to 
at least three hours, so as to leave time for 
a digestive siesta.

A STORY OF BERRYER. 
Mme. C. Janbert, in her recently pub­ 
lished volume of “ Souvenirs,” tells a curi­ 
ous story of Berryer. who was no less dis­ 
tinguished for his flirtations than for his 
forensic eloquence. In July, 1835, Berryer 
was in love with a married woman, who 
had finally yielded to his suit, and the 
lovers had arranged for a meeting on the 
Italian frontier. It was necessary that the 
swain should be able to travel to and re­ 
turn from the rendezvous under an as­ 
sumed name. Going to Thiers he confided 
the situation to the Minister, who, on his 
promise to keep the method in which he 
had obtained it strictly seoret, and not to 
use it for any other purpose, gave him a 
passport under another name. Armed with 
this precious document, Berryer hastened 
to Italy, and returned a week later to hear, 
as he changed horses at Chambery, the 
postmaster say to the postilion : 
“ So, the King is dead !” 
“ W hat!” exclaimed Berryer; “ Louis 
Philippe ?” 
“ Yes, sir; he was assassinated yester­ 
day afternoon ! ” 
Berryer, who had concealed the object 
of his departure so artfully that Lamen- 
nais had declared he was absent to consult 
with and stir up the Legitimists, instantly 
saw the embarrassment of his position. 
Here he was posting back to Paris at the 
very moment that Louis Philippe had been 
assassinated, traveling under a foreign 
passport, fresh from a week spent in a 
nest of Italian carbonari, and in honor 
bound, if he went to the scaffold for it, to 
make no explanations as to how he had ob­ 
tained his passport or on what errand he had 
visited Italy. 
Fortunately the alarm was 


brought to the shore from a wreck was 
carried thither by one of these dogs. This 
occurred in the latter part of the last cen­ 
tury, when a vessel stranded on the Good­ 
win Sands, on the coast of Kent, was thus 
able to communicate with the shore, and 
to save the lives of her human cargo. 
In time of danger the Newfoundland is es­ 
pecially intuitive, sympathetic and ener­ 
getic.

Again, he can be trained to 
any daily or nightly duty with the certainty 
that he will never shirk his work nor per­ 
form it grudgingly or negligently. \Ve 
know of many Southern families who, in 
the absence of their former faithful slave 
nursrs, keep Newfoundland dogs for the 
express purpose of guarding the children, 
keeping them out of danger, and saving 
them in case of accident. A child cannot 
drown who is under the care of a good 
Newfoundland dog. \Ve all know how St. 
Bernard dogs are trained to hunt up travel­ 
ers loat in the snow, to aid them if con­ 
scious, or if unconscious, to bring them help 
at the earliest possible moment. Now, if 
every life-saving station aloDg our coast 
were provided with one or more of there 
powerful, sagacious and affectionate creat­ 
ures, there is no doubt that many lives 
would be saved which are now lost through 
the limited scope of humau endeavor. 
These dogs can breast waves which would 
be a mortal terror to the best and strong­ 
est human swimmer, anti in which a boat 
could not long exist, and the presence of 
one of these animals would undoubtedly 
inspire the surfmen with a greater courage 
than they even now possess, though we 
know that as a class they are brave and 
aelf-sacrificing to a remarkable degree.

Information Regarding Insect Pests in 
Orchards and Diseases of Trees 
—Burning Stubble. 


A* a rule the fruit growers of our State are 
among the most intelligent and enterprising 
of our citizens. 
They saw at an early day 
that our climate and surroundings generally 
were very favorable to the development of a 
very extecsive business in fruit growing on 
the Pacific coast. 
The earlier successes in 
the production of fruit of all kinds were 
such as to attract the especial attention of 
these 
who 
had 
been 
accustomed 
to 
-being among orchards in other countries. 
It 
was observed that trees of the more common 
kinds of fruits came into bearing here much 
earlier than in Europe or in the Atlantic 
States. 
Apples were not uncommon on trees 
two years from the bud, and the third year 
it was quite commou for good healthy trees 
to give quite a crop. Pears and peaches were 
even more precocious in their habits, some­ 
time? bearing a few specimens the first year 
after being budde 1, and giving a crop the 
second year that w oull pay for the trees and 
their cultivation up to date. 
AH other kinds 
oí fruit tried gave tqua'ly favorable promise, 
ft was observed, also, that except a few 
wood-borers that appeared in apple and pear 
trees exposed to the direct rays of the sun, 
and to t w ill cultivated or supplied with wa­ 
ter to keep up a vigorous growth, no insects 
were to lie found as in o th tr countries, to 
menace and curtail the profits of fruit culture. 
These considerations, together with the i atural 
attractiveness of the business itseF, induced 
quite a Urge number of persons at an early 
nay in the history of our State t*> embark 
■quite extea ively in planting out orchards. 
Fruit-growers, experienced iu fruit growing 
in other countries, did not expect or antici­ 
pate that the exemption from insect pests 
would be permanent or perpetual in this 
State, and herce were on the lookout each 
year for the advent of some of their old ac­ 
quaintances iu their new homes. 
Owing to 
tne isolation of this State from old fruit­ 
growing couutries, the introduction of these 
insects was delayed longer than could have 
been expected, 
liut at length, some five or 
six years ago the 
CODLING MOTH 
W as observed in some of the apple and pear 
o-ehsrds. wo think about Sacramento first. 
T'uis led t > the conclusion th at they were in­ 
troduce ! h <e in fruit exh bite 1 'a t our State 
Hair trum the E ast gome ten years since. 
W e examined th at E istern fruit personally 
and of our own knowledge kuow th at the cod­ 
ling moth larva: was found in many of the 
■specimens on exhibition. 
We also know that 
m any of the specimens were taken coutrary 
to tae wishes of the officers of the Society in 
charge from the Pavilion, and carried to the 
homes of those taking them, and we have no 
doubt the codling moth w«s thus introduced 
into our State. 
There may have been other 
ways by which th's pest was brought among 
us, but quite satisfied we are that it came in 
this way. 
I t may have been here before 
this exhibition, but we are not aware th at it 
had ever been noticed by anyone prior to this 
tim e, and it was not noticed for two or three 
years alter.

gro wth and coloring of the fruit. 


THE BLIGHT 
Of the grape vine that has appeared ao gen­ 
erally iu vineyards this season is, we think, 
an exact counterpart of the Eastern pear 
blight. The cause of this vine blight, like 
the cause of the Eastern pear blight, ap­ 
pealed in the fall prior to the season in 
which 
it 
has 
mads 
its 
appearance. 
After a warm, growing 
fall we 
had a 
very early and unusually severe 
frost in 
October last. 
This frost f< und the sap of the 
vines in the extremes of the cane and |in the 
leaves, being elaborated for assimilation and 
making wood, and then it froze or chilled 
it. 
Some of the tenderest and most exposed 
canes of the more delicate varieties were so 
badly injured by this sudden change in the 
weather that the cells would not conduct the 
rising sap this sprirg, and consequently 
these canes withered 
and 
died. 
Other 
canes 
not 
quite 
so 
badly 
injured 
allowed 
tho 
spring _ sap 
to come 
up 
through the cells, but in ao feeble a manner 
that it would not form. 
Other cines still 
less adected put out leaves in an apparent 
normal condition, but have been finally ex­ 
hausting themselves as the season has ad­ 
vanced, as is evidenced by the d-ying up of 
the leaves and death of the injured canes. 
To uuderstund the disease.? of vegetation, 
and more especially the dis-aae? of fruit 
trees, including all the varieties ot plant iice 


and scale bugs, it is necessary that we should 
study more thoroughly and carefully tbe 
physio’oiy of planis aud trees. 
It ie just a? 
important that the fruit grower, the gr. in­ 
grower, and indeed the grower of every kind 
of vegetation that makes food for man ir 
beast should understand the physiology of 
the p’ant he cultivates, as it is that the 
stock grower should be acquainted with tfie 
physiology of the animals he raises and deals 
m. 
The 
diseases 
of trees 
and 
vims 
that 
are 
indicated 
in 
the 
devel­ 
opment 
of 
fuogus 
growths 
or 
mil­ 
dews, and those 
that are indicated in 
the development of insect?, like tbe scale 
bog? and phylloxera, are very similar in their 
nature, aud as a rule can be traced to some 
disarrangement or obstruction in the flow or 
elaboration of the hlood or sap i f the tree 
or vine. 
Hence this matter of the origin 
circulation and elaboration ami assimilation 
of the sap must be understood or the cause 
of the disease can not be found or intelli­ 
gently treated. 
The quickest aud surest way 
t> cure a scurry pig, or a lousy calf, is to 
restore the animal to a healthy growing con­ 
dition, by living it plenty of healthy in­ 
vigorating food that will cau-e it to grow rapid­ 
ly and tak i on f it. 
The same is true of a 
tree or vine that has been weakened by neg­ 
lect, I y overbearing or by waut of nourishing 
fertiliz-rs, and is aiferted with mildew, biight 
or scile-hugs ; the be.-t a id surest way to re­ 
move the disease, the fungu? or parasite 
life, is to give greater vitality to the tree or 
viDe itself. 


Burning the Straw. 
The seasou for burning the stubble and 
straw stackH in the grain fields is again ap­ 
proaching, and we suppose, as usual, the 
smoke will arhe from thousands of fields in 
all part? of the S lat;. 
How much beef and 
m utton will thus be committed to tbe flames! 
How 
much 
fertilizing 
m aterials 
that 
are absolutely necessary to future crops will 
the 
be 
carried 
away in 
gases 
aud 
smoke 
and 
diluted 
in the 
thin 
air? 
Can the farmer? of California offon! to con­ 
tinue th¡3 profligate practice much lunger ? 
The reduced yield per acre points significant­ 
ly to a correct answer to this question. 
Our 
bright wheat si raw, grown and cured without 
being bleached and weakened by heavy dews 
or drenching rain?, is worth more per ton 
tli3n swale-crown mixed grasses of other and 
wetter conntrie?; and yet, we commit mill­ 
ions of tons of this valuable stock food to the 
flames every year to get it out of the way of 
putting in the next crop, which for the want, 
of fertilizing properties will be less valuable 
by four times the cost of taking care of the 
3traw in other ways. 
Then we also commit 
to the flames all the profit? th at we might 
make by feeding this straw to sheep and cat­ 
tle. 
W hen will we abandon bad practices on 
our farms? These who h av * straw aud no 
stock would make money by giving it to thoai. 
who have stock and no straw, on condition 
that it be fed on the land that produced it, or 
where the manure from it can De transported 
to the land th at produced it.

FOR 
THE PEOPLE.

570 miles in 1870. 290 miles in 1875, 537 
miles in 1874, a n d '1,171 m iles in 1873. 
One of the things against which all deli­ 
cate people should be w arned is veal cu t­ 
lets. 
Bread crum bed and fried in fat is 
positively very 
injurious, ' aud neither 
nourishing nor digestible. A ltogether pork 
steaks aud m eats th a t are pu t into a pot 
of boiling fat are u tterly useless and can­ 
not be dealt with. 
W . G. Bagnall, of the Castle Engine- 
W orks, Stafford, England, lias ju st com­ 
pleted the tiny engine, the “ H am pson.” 
l'he cylinder is three inches ; the wheel, 
thirteen and a half inches ; and the m ax­ 
imum w idth only thirty-one aDd a half 
inches ; three horse-power nominal ; gauge, 
eighteen iuclies. 
1118 engine has been 
tested, the Ironm onger says, \vi;h satis­ 
factory results. 
It is destined for South 
America. 
The Journal de P kam uteie et de Chimie. 
Fax 8 th a t tw o pupils of the Communal 
School of C lerm ont-Ferrand were severely 
b urnt in the face w ith boiling sulphuric 
acid, ow ing to the ru p tu re of a retort. The 
author covered their faces w ith a 
soft 
paste made of 
calcined 
magnesia and 
w ater, and applied it in layers of tw o mm. 
in thickness. 
As portions of th e coating 
split off. th e paste was reapplied. All pain 
ceased in ahout a qu arter of an hour, and 
after some tim e—five hours in the slighter 
of th e cages, and tw enty-four in the more 
severe—no further treatm eu t was needful. 
Their laces show no trace of injury. 
"Steak? and chop? are not the best dishes 
for a weak digestion. 
E ither they are hut 
haif done or they are charred too much. 
•Mtat th a t is to be really nourishing, and 
y e t be easily digestible, m ust be thor­ 
oughly perm eated w ith hear. 
A steak or 
chop prepared w ith care w ill'be digestible 
to a certain extent, 
but great trouble 
should be taken th a t th e outside is.n o t 
burned and th e incide raw, and of either 
steak or chop, bu t a sn u ll piece should be 
thought sufficient. 
The pounds of steaks 
and chops th a t are often devoured by peo­ 
ple, who can scarcely pram them into their 
stomabhs, are really the. w orst prom oters 
of feeble digestion. 
W hile a w eak diges­ 
tion requires all possible nourishm ent it 
m ust not be overloaded w ith m aterial. 
A tricycle driven by electricity appeared 
lately ih one of th e streets of Paris. 
M. 
Trouve w rites of it to L a N ature, stating 
th at the tricycle vras of English m ake and 
very heavy (55 kilogr.), and th a t he had 
adapted to it tw o of his sm all electric 
motors, fed by three of the secondary ele­ 
m ents or accum ulators of electricity, which 
eerve for his polypcope. 
The vehicle, 
m ounted by a friend of bis, ran several 
tim es along the Hue de Valois as fast, 
at K ast, as a good, 
oidinary cab. 
The 
total

The experim ent lasted an hour and a half. 
In view of the results, M. Trouve has set 
about the construction of a m otor which 
will produce as much as the tw o other.?, so 
as to obtain a greater velocity, say 20 to 30 
kilom eters a:i hour. 
The tapeworm is able to live in tho 
stomach because of its ability to resist the 
digestivo action of the fluids normal to the 
stomach. 
In a stronger peptic solution 
the live worm succumbs and is digested 
like any other flesh. 
Accordingly a French 
physician treated with strong: doses of 
pepsine a child who had passed segments 
of a large tapeworm. 
About 45 grains of 
pepsine were administered daily for five 
da;,s. 
Tho child experienced no harm 
and showed no special symptoms. 
Then 
a proper dose of sulphate of pelleticrine 
with - castor oil was given, and the dis­ 
charges showed no signs of tho worm. 
Subsequent experiments with vegetable 
pepsine—papainc—which is much more ac­ 
tive, are said to have given very promis­ 
ing results. 
One child passed fragments 
of tapeworm ten inches in length, softened 
and partially digested. 
It has been found that wires, when em­ 
ployed for a telephone circuit, are much 
more susceptible to disturbing causes than 
when employed for transmitting telegraphic 
signals. 
It has been obierved that the 
slightest friction, such as will inevitably 
occur from the ordinary mode of joining 
telegraph wires, the closing of a pressure 
screw anywhere on the circuit, the slight­ 
est 
blow 
upon 
the 
wire, 
vibration 
from 
wind, 
the 
ordirary 
modes 
of 
support, etc., which produce no percep­ 
tible effect on the transmission of tele­ 
graph signals, are great hindrances to the 
transmission of voice vibrations, and thus 
confine the telephone to comparatively short 
circuits. 
It is thought if tbese hindrances 
could be avoided, 
the telephone circuit 
might b« continued to as great a length as 
the telegraph -even across the ocean. 
Ex­ 
periments are now iu progress to determine 
all the facts connected with this matter. 
These experiments will involve the charac­ 
ter, inquality and size, of the wire to be used, 
the best form of support, and a substitu­ 
tion of soldering the ends together, in­ 
stead of the usual mode of joining. There 
is much reason for the belief that the tele­ 
phone may ultim ately ss fully supersede 
tbe telegraph for long, as it already has 
for short distance?.

KELANCHCLY F iT E OF A FRENCH WAR 
CORRESPONDENT. 


A terrible exam ple has been m ade in 
Tunis. 
One of the special correspondents 
attached to the expedition now in th e field 
against the K rouuiirs was Camille Farcy, 
well known as a brilliant w riter. 
He had 
long been conhected w ith L a France, one 
of the leading journals. 
The arm y which 
he was detailed to accompany was th a t of 
G eneral Forgemol. 
T his officer is a m ar­ 
tinet, and entertains the m ost rigid ideas 
regarding discipline. 
Before the expedi­ 
tion left Algiers, he, iu conjunction with 
General Vineendou, concocted the follow­ 
ing pledge, which all the journalists were 
obliged to sign : - 
Í, 
promise upon my honor to trans­ 
iré'. no information whatever, iti.i-r by t 1. leyrHO.i of 
by mail, or by any other mums, w itio u t !i'-t hav­ 
ing subm itted my manuscript to the examination ct 
tbe officer commanding the expedition, or to such 
office r or officers as he may delegate th at iiowir to, 
1 further agree th at any failure to keep this pledge 
'will expose me to the rigors of martial law. 


T his docum ent was signed by all the 
correspondents attached to th e expedition. 
W hen Farcy’s tu rn came he took th e pen, 
bu t it was w ith evident reluctance th a t he 
signed. 
W hen he had doue so he said to 
F orgem ol: 
“ G -ñera!, I sign this docum ent only be­ 
cause 1 am forced to do so ; beeauee w ith­ 
out doing so I could not fulfill my duty as 
a correspondent; because w ithout doing so 
I could not accompany the expeditiou. B ut 
I warn you, sir, th at I shall speak the 
tru th , the whole tru th and nothing but the 
tru th touching such m atters as may come 
under my observation.” 
And w ith a defi­ 
a n t glance at the G eneral Camille w ith­ 
drew. 
The old G eneral gnawed his grizzled 
m oustache to conceal his w rath, 
lie did 
w hat perhaps m ost ¡hen would have done— 
he set a spy to dog the footsteps of Farcy7. 
T he expedient was successful. 
Two 
evenings alter th e ?py detected the jo u r­ 
nalist, under a disguise, q u itting the cirap. 
He followed and saw him deposit a large 
envelope in one of th e m inor poatoffices 
upon the Algerian frontier. 
H e was at 
once arrested and conducted to Forgem ol’s 
headquarters. 
“ A ha !” said the General, “ a t it al­ 
ready, my fine fellow. 
W ell, w hat have 
we here ?” and he seized and broke open 
the envelope. 
“ H um —addressed to L a 
France. 
E vidently some correspondence 
which 
you were 
sending w ithout 
my 
know ledge.” 
“ Yes, G eneral,” said Farcy, calm ly. 
“ Let us see w hat it is,” said Forgemol, 
as he began to peruse the letter. 
“ G eneral,” said Farcy, coldly, “ per­ 
m it me to rem ind you th at you are violating 
private correspondence.” 
“ P rivate correspondence? 
B a h !” re­ 
retorted Forgemol. 
“ V ery private, in­ 
deed ; all P ans would know it in another 
d ay,” and he resum ed his reading. ■ 
There were some severe strictures in the 
letter upon the conduct of the campaign. 
Forgemol’s reading was interrupted by 
oaths, and when he finished ho was purple 
w ith w rath. 
.“ So,” said he grim ly, “ you consider 
yourself com petent to judge of tho opera­ 
tions of a general in the tieid, do y o u ? 
W ell, sir, you shall have a taste of m ar­ 
tial law to add to your knowledge of m ili­ 
tary affairs.” 
Farcy disdained to defend himself. 
A 
Court-mariial was immediately convened. 
Its proceedings were summary— its sen­ 
tence short : “ Camille Farcy is condemned 
to be shot at 6 iu the morning.’’ 
It was then midnight. The doomed man 
was placed in charge of a Lieutenant and 
a squad of soldiers, 
put upon a special 
train, and was borne swiftly to the capital 
city, Algiers, where the execution was to 
take place. 
A t 5?30 o’clock the train dashed into the 
city. 
It passed under the walls of the 
palace where Albert Grevy, the Governor- 
General, 
lives in state. 
The windows 
were brightly7 lighted, aud the strains of a 
waltz were borne to the ears of the pris­ 
oner. The Governor was giving a ball. 
“ You have half an hour in which to 
prepare for death,” said the Lieutenant, 
compassionately ; “ would you like to have 
me send for a priest ?”

PET DOGS AND HOW TO TEACH T3EM. 


I have often wondered, 
when seeing 
w hat trouble and care ladies take over 
th eir pet dogs, and th e adm iration they 
alw ays express for a dog w hich is clever at 
tricks, th a t they do not sometimes try to 
teach th eir favorites to acquire the accom­ 
plishm ents they adm ire, and go beyond the 
“ begging” and w alking on the hind legs. 
Men also frequently give large sum s for 
dogs which have been trained by profes­ 
sionals, b ut y et very few think of under­ 
taking th eir education them selves. Surely 
it m ust afford m uch more pleasure to any­ 
one to w atch the intelligent acciona of an 
anim al which have been called forth by the 
ow ner th an to purchase at a high price 
after its natural intelligence has been so 
cultivated. 
One of the chief reasons for this, I have 
no doubt, is th a t people are too indolent to 
undertake w hat they suppose would be a 
wearisome task ; but I th in k there are also 
many who have quite sufficient energy, but 
who labor under the common m istake th at 
it is a very difficult thing to do, and th a t it 
requires a special m aster m ind to teach 
and train dogs. 
This I hold to be an en­ 
tirely erroneous idea, and am decidedly of 
opinion th a t any one who goes the right 
way to work and perseveres will succeed. 
As to its being a wearisome task, I have 
alw ays found it the very opposite, and 
highly interesting and amusing, as I am 
sure it would be to any lover and adm irer 
of the canine race. 
Ill tbe belief, then, 
th a t there are m any who would like to 
amuse them selves by training th eir own 
dogs to perform, b ut who do not know ex­ 
actly how to sot about it, I shall now do 
my best to instru ct them by my own ex­ 
p e n d cea. 
There are, undoubtedly, some kinds of 
dogs which are more ready to learn and of 
quicker intelligence than others, such as 
poodles and Dandie D inm onts; but I have 
seen performing dogs of almost every kind, 
and it is possible to teach any7 dog of or­ 
dinary intelligence, if he be taken in time. 
That is one of the great essentials in all 
kinds of education, from the grounding oi 
the young classical scholar or the initia­ 
tion of 
the juveuile sportsman, 
to the 
puppy, that their instruction should be be­ 
gun at an early age ; in the case of the 
latter he should be taken in hand when 
between six months and a year old if pos­ 
sible. 
There is still one great essential 
which is of more importance than all others, 
and which relates to the teacher—it is 
patience. 
W ithout patient, good temper, 
comparatively nothing can be done with 
s yonng dog, and I always made it a strict 
rule, when I began, that if I lost my tem ­ 
per over trying to teach any one trick, that 
particular one was to be given up as a 
punishment for myself. 
The system which 
must be pursued all through is “ kindness 
tempered with severity,” and the canine 
law must be opposite to the human, not 
“ whoever does wrong shall be punished,” 
but " whoevei does right must be re­ 
warded.” 
Hardly ever strike your dog during 
his lessons, and especially, never with the 
hand, which ought to be looked upon as 
containing rewards, and not cowered away 
from when raised. 
A cuff upon the head, 
as I have Been given, quite drives all 
ideas out of it, and stupefies the owner 
for the rest o; the lesson. 
The dog should 
be taken into a room with no other oc­ 
cupant but his master, as the presence of 
any one else always distracts the animal’s 


attention ; and it should always be iu the 
same room, and about the same time of 
day, if possible, because then ho knows, 
when you begin, that he is intended to 
learn. 
There mnst be a supply of dry 
biscuits, or something of which the pupil 
is especially fond, close at hand, so that 
at first he may receive a rew ard for the 
first sign of doing w hat jo u wish. 
I t is 
im portant th a t the word by which th e dog 
is to distinguish th e particular trick whicb 
he is meant to do should be well impressed 
upon his m ind by frequent repetitions d u r­ 
ing the lesson. 
I will now point out some of th e easiest 
aud y et m ost am using trick? W iich mav 
be taught, and a few hints on the m ethod 
of doing so, aud commence w ith th e easiest 
tricks of all, which m ay he of use to some, 
though m any people g et as far as thu first 
tw o or three. 
S itting 
or 
begging is soon 
taught. 
T ake tne dog up, and sit him down in a 
corner of the room, so th a t he lias his 
back supported by the angles of the wall--, 
suppoiting him in front w ith the hand, 
saym g, constantly, “ Beg, b-g 
A fter a 
lew m oments, rew ard him, anil very soon 
he wiil come to get up in to a sitting 
[>o8tiire of his own accord ; but ho m ust 
not be allowed to stand on hi? hind legs, 
as m ost dogs try to do, but m ust sit down 
upon his hind-qusrters. 
W hen he has 
learned to balance h mself in the corner, 
he m ust be advanced to a plain wall, and 
then in the open loom. 
W alking on the hind legs m ay n ex t be 
taught by w alking him round tbe room 
w ith his fore-paws resting upon your hand, 
a piece of biscuit being held abovo him 
w ith tiie o th er baud, saving, a t the same 
tim e, “ W alk, w alk.” 
T he support of the 
hasd m ust bu gradually decreased till he 
walks alone. 
S hutting the door is tau g h t by placing 
th e fore-paws of th e dog, who m ust be 
standing on his hind legs, against it. Then, 
by pushing him forward, cause him to sh u t 
thu door, saying, “ S hut it ! 1 and give him 
biscuit each tim e after it is shut. 
A fter 
some time, w ith encouragem ent from hand 
and voice, he wiil jum p agair.st the door 
and close it himself. 
T his trick m ay be 
shown off w ith effect by e n ttrin g a room, 
followed by your «log, a 7id leaving th e door 
opea after you. 
Then turn round and say, 
“ Unde «log, where are your m anners? 
S h u t it ! ” 
Shooting dead : M ake him sit up, push 
him gently ov- r ou his side, strt toil him 
out on the 11 .o-r, and hold him down, sav ­ 
ing “ Dead ” in au impressive, voice to 
prevent wagging of the tail. 
T his m ust 
be repeated until he falls “ d e a d ” from 
the sitting-up posture of his own accord, 
when it is tim e to begin shooting him, 
which is done w ith a pistol extem porized 
irotn your ling' rs th u s : 
E xtend the index 
linger of tho left hand, pointing a t your 
doomed canine, and holding the thum b 
perpendicularly in the air. 
Then place the 
tip of the index linger ou the right hand 
inside th e left thum b, and snap loudly the 
second finger and thum b of tb s right hand 
T his m ust be done a t th e tam e tim e as 
saying 
“ D e a d ;” 
bu t soon the word 
“ d e a d ” may be dispensed w ith, for he 
w ill expire to tbe pistol alone. 
The great 
thing in this trick is tc get him to fall 
prom ptly a t th e snap of tn e fingers, and 
not before, which he ¡3 ap t to do w hen he 
knows w hat is coming. 
Going iuto th e corner : 
i’lace the dog in 
a corner of the rcom on his hind legs, w ith 
his nose in the angle of the walls, repeat­ 
ing “ C orner,” and m ake him say there 
u n til released by word. 
A fter a little 
practice send him from gradually increas­ 
ing distances to do the same. 
II he turns 
his head round while standing there, say 
sharply, “ Face to th e w a ll!” when the 
tono of scolding will m ake him turn it 
back agaiu.—[V. M. B. in Live Stock 
Journal.

The fortunate people who live in L n- 
don, Paris, New

upon novejties w hich no one La? taken tbe 
trouble to im port ; and we benefit by fresh 
ideas, which the m arts of the w orld have 
uot as y e t adopted. 
i t was on the railw ay across the Isthm us 
of Fauam a, bearing me from Colon to the 
“ new -old” halt-destroyed city of Fauama, 
th a t I saw the “ um brella h a t,” viz., a hat 
attached to a fair-^ized um brella having no 
handle?, and consequently not requiring to 
b e 'h e ld up—a fatiguing process in hot 
w eather. 
The hat was of the helm et 
shape, and the w ires cf the um brella had 
been brought to th e sides, back aud front, 
so th a t if presented an altogether carious 
appearance. 
Its lightness and the saving 
of trouble it eu fails are its recom m enda­ 
tions. 
People bound for tropical clim ates 
would hail it as a boon. 
A t Color, the free port of South A m eri­ 
ca. where those interested in th e proposed 
canal are iapidly disem barking—a d irty , 
dusty, tropical towu, 
haif in ruins—the 
shops veritable stores, viz., sheds w ith no 
shop windows, opening directly into tho 
street?, possessing m erely a fevr shelves 
and a countc-r, the last place in th e world 
I should 
bave expected to see Buch lu x ­ 
uries— I c.vne upon a new- s o rto t ca>e for 
jew els. 
I t was iu company w ith slop suits, 
Florida w ater, cheese, hats of outrageous 
torms, boots and shoes, all, ana m uch be­ 
sides, betcrogenously m ixed together, th a t 
I found the glass case containing specimens 
of gold and silver jewelry7 set wish mediocre 
gems, in leather cases, on which w ere gold 
and silver lizarcs, butterflies, and some 
other insects in rebel, 
and bunches of 
flowers standing out boldly iu their natural 
colors. 
E very year in. England v/e introduce 
more flowers into our rooms, especially 
growing plants. 
I have seen in dainty 
drawing-room s and boudoirs all kinds of 
flowers, but never one m ade m erely of a 
piece of bamboo, the n atu ral joint in the 
wood form ing th e base, th e m ould being 
held in the piece of hollow stem . 
Y et 
these simple pots, when varnished, show 
thu flowers off to perfection, and arc u n i­ 
versally used throughout th e botanic gar­ 
dens in the W est indies. 
They would, I 
consider, accord peculiarly well w ith th e 
present style of rooms. 
In those hot countries where vegetation 
is so rich and abundant, and where even in 
towns a bundle of choicest flowers can be 
bought for a few pence, leaves aud flowire 
are turned to much account. 
Two smali pointed leaves placed on either 
Bide of a candle make it keep tirmer in the 
socket than any paper, and moreover are 
ornamental. 
Charming little bouquets to 
float in fiDger glasses are made by passing 
the stems of several small blossoms throHgh 
a leaf in such a way a.? to completely hide 
it, aud serve only for a firm foundation. 
I have noticed from time to time con­ 
tinual inquiries in The Queen as to the beat 
way of utilizing scrap? of silk, etc., and it 
was iu a well-ordered W est Indian home, 
where a plethora of material certainly was 
not to be had, that I saw the prettiest of 
chair-backs, made of three-cornered pieces 
of silk (drapers' patterns), about six iuches 
across, united in twos and twos in the 
middle, and by straps of cheap lace inser­ 
tion, and bordered with lace to match. 
Here also were the ordinary deck chairs, 
with wooden frames, which had served 
their purpose for the voyage, and now 
shone fortn as elegant pieces of drawing­ 
room furniture. 
T ne frames were black­ 
ened with Japan black, and on it were ir­ 
regular blotches of Bessemar gold, recalling 
Japanese work ; the ceuters were covered 
with crewel work, or with red grounded, 
Oriental-looking chintz.

A MASTEEPL CE OF CRIME.

Some mortals are horn under an unlucky 
star. Jonathan Smith was of them. There 
was his vulgar name to handicap him in 
life’s race at the outset. Then he was 
poor and had no brains to speak of, and— 
unkindest of all—he considered himself a 
man of genius. 
His first anxiety on reaching the age of 
puberty—which for him did not mean the 
age of discretion—.was to adopt a pseudo­ 
nym ; his second, to adopt another ; and so 
ou for ten years, until he had exhausted ail 
the sobriquets within his fantastic reach in 
the effort to throw the curiosity—the fan­ 
cied curiosity rather—of bis contempora­ 
ries off the trail of his identity. 
No matter what name lie took—noble, 
middle-class or basely mechanical, foreign 
or home-made, romantic or prosaic—Cav­ 
endish, Thompson or Sikes, Giovanni tío- 
mano or John Bull, Guy Chastelar or Tom 
Merry—he remained in the depths of ob­ 
scurity. The least known of workers at 
the pen, the most unrecognized of D ovices, 
the poorest of the horde of Grub street, 
glory would have none of him. 
“ E pur, si muove !” he used to exclaim, 
as lie tapped the bony caskt t of his skull 
with his index finger. “ I have something 
here.” He believed his skull was profound 
because it was hollow. 
“ Were not Sheridan and Disraeli fail­ 
ures ia their parliamentary beginnings ? 
and yet see to what greatness they arrived ! 
And I. Jonathan Smith, shall I despair ? 
No. Perish the thought 
The aberrations to v> hich literary vanity 
can push those who are atihoted with it 
are inconceivable.

“|A nd why should ehe despise you?” 
“ Bend over me, and I will make a clean 
breast of it. I want to make my wicked­ 
ness known to somebody, and to whom 
rather than to you ? I may confess now 
that I always had a hankering after you ; 
but you were above me in station. You 
are a scholard, and I was only in service. 
But there was another man iu the ’ousc at 
Great Coram street, a mechanic—a cabinet- 
maker—by the name of Wiggins. If the 
missus only knew that horrid fellow’s car­ 
ryings on with me, ’twould be my ruin. 
He was all for money, he was—the wretch ;

“ The letter is under my pillow, and I 
want her to get it when I am dead, but 
only if my papers are burned before hand. 
If that is not done, I would eat the letter 
first. I don’t want the missus to suspect 
how bad a girl I have beeD. She would 
have no pity for my child if she knew it 
to be the daughter of an unmarried woman 
and a thief.” 
“ Don’t take on so, my poor friend,” 
said Jonathan brusquely : “ but explain to 
me exactly how the land lies. You are 
talking too fast, and mixing things hig­ 
gledy-piggledy. If I am to do you any ser­ 
vice, I must know the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. I ’ll do 
all I can for you, but I must know every­ 
thing first.” 
At that moment Jonathan Smith had no 
notion of crime. He was simply' yielding 
to his literary cariosity, for he scented a 
plot of a tale and prepared himself to hear 
the materials of sensational "copy." 
“ Hold up my head, and I'll try and tell 
you my story. That’s better. I fell down 
in the street with an attack of apoplexy, 
and they brought me here. The missus 
left me here, for the doctors said I was too 
ill to l>e removed. I wrote to her and she 
answered me. The woman who is in my 
place came to see me on her behalf. But 
neither to her nor to missus could I speak 
of what is on my mind. I have a bundle 
of letters from the cabinet-maker—from 
the father, you know. 
They are full 
of villainy, of encouragement to commit 
thefts, and cf thanks when 1 had commit­ 
ted them ; for I robbed, yes, I robbed aiy 
missus, and all on his acconnt. The cussed 


letters ! I should have burned them, But 
they were sweetened with flatteries and 
words of love, promises of marriage, and 
vows that he would acknowledge our child. 
I kept them. 
One day the scoundrel 
threatened that he would take them and 
expose me. I refused him money, and he 
gave me to understand that once he had 
the letttrs he would do what he liked with 
me. I was weak enough to believe him, 
for I wae ia an 'orrible state of fright. All 
the same, I did not like to destroy the let­ 
ters. To get them out of the way, I asked 
the missus to let me put some family docu­ 
ments, of value to me, into a bureau, where 
she kept her owu. 
“ Missus gave me a drawer for myself, 
and a key. I know that I have only to let 
her have a message that I want the papers, 
and she- would send them immediately. 
But I have no confidence in the woman 
that's with her, and she’s the very one 
that would he sent with them. 
From 
some words she let drop, I can guess she is 
the cabinet-maker’s friend now ! He is 
paying her attentions, and she has let her­ 
self be taken in by them, for he is a haud- 
Bome, outspoken blackguard. But if he is 
wheedling her, ’tis only to get those let­ 
ters, Now, you understand my trouble. 
Oh, if you would only do me a kindness I 
I have no claim on you, 'tis true, but it 
would be a real mercy if you would render 
me this service.’ 
“ W hat service?” 
“ To bring me my letters.” 
“ But how am I to get them ?” 
“ It is easy as possible. Kvery evening 
before bed-time missus takes chloral, and 
at 10 she is as sound asleep as a ’ummiug- 
top. 
A t that hour there is nobody in the 
place but herself; the serving woman 
always leaves at 7 in the evening. She 
does not know that missus takes chloral, 
for missus kept that very quiet always, 
through fear of robbery. She only told it 
to m t—to me, because she trusted me so 
much, the poor old lady ! Well, you can 
euter her rooms at 10—she will never hear 
you going in or coming out—and you can 
fetch me my letters. There is no danger 
of anybody noticing you ; besides, even if 
they do, you can pretend that you are 
going into the cabinet-maker's shop.” 
“ You're silly, woman. How could I 
open the bureau ? and the widow’s set of 
ruoniB, how could I get into them ?” 
“ I have a duplicate key to the bureau. 
To my shame I had it made to help me 
rob the missus. Here it is ; the little one 
opens my drawer. One of these others is 
a latch-key for the hall door, and the 
other opens missus’s rooms. Do me this 
kindness, I entreat you. I don’t know 
why, but 1 have faith in you. I am sure 
you will act a triend, and aid me to die in 
peace." 
Jonathan Smith took the bunch of keys. 
His eyes were set. A sudden paleness 
overspread his face. Nervous contractions 
twisted his thin lips. The possibility of a 
crime had flashed across his mind. The 
woman, by whose couch he was leaning, 
once out of the way, the thing' was easy 
of execution. 
“ My poor girl,” said he, “ I would go 
f r to do you a kindness ; hut tell me, may 
not the cabinet-maker he on the premises 
and guess what I am after ?’’

Jonathan took the key—he had now 
five—and chuckled to hiunelf that he was 
almost as well fixed as a locksmith. 
The conversation had been carried on 
in an undertone ; but now a short sharp 
gurgling cry came from the bed. 
“ Oh, I’m choking. I’m choking! ” 
gasped the patient, who was exhausted by 
her long narrative. “ Water, w ater! some­ 
thing to drink ! ” 
The ward was in semi-obscurity, faintly 
illuminated by a night light. There was 
no attendant near. The occupants of the 
neighboring beds were iu profound repose. 
Jonathan lifted the head of the sick wo­ 
man, drew back the pillow, and, clapping 
it to her mouth, pressed upon it with all 
his strength and weight. He had the awful 
determination to preserve that position for 
ten whole minutes. 
When he raised the pillow and looked at 
the woman’s face all was over.

shops, its cheerful noises, and its blaze of 
glaring gas.

Jonathan Smith walked as far as Drury - 
lane, entered a tavern there and drained a 
pint of ale ; then, hastening across Hol- 
born, he made his way to the . house in 
Great Coram street, which he reached at 
five minutes to 10.

in. 
No crime is a true masterpiece unless its 
author gets off scot-free, unstained even by 
the breath of suspicion. On the other hand, 
impunity cannot be perfect unless justice 
condemns an innocent man. 
Jonathan Smith enjoyed this perfect im­ 
punity. 
There was no hesitation in laying hands 
upon the assassin. Evidently it was the 
cabinet-maker, Wiggins.

It wa9 useless for him to 
make denial, or protest hig innocence. 
Everything went against him. There was 
not a single valid plea in his favor. 
He was tried at the Old Briley, con­ 
demned to death, and strung up by the 
neck in the raw of a winter’s morning, 
within the precincts of N eugite. Judge, 
jury, the bar, the press—all were unani­ 
mous that for once Scotland Yard had 
shown vigilance and vigor, that the law 
had been vindicated and a foul assassin 
made a condign example of, as warning to 
the tribe of ill doers. The public conscience 
wa3 tranquil on his head. There was hut 
one obscure point in the whole business. 
W hat had become of the widow’s money ? 
It was obvious that the scoundrel, W ig­ 
gins, had hidden it in some well chosen 
spot. That the money had been taken by 
him was unquestionable, for was not rob­ 
bery the motive of his crime ? 
It was universally admitted that never, 
in the annals of turpitude, liad a murJty 
been brought mqje providentially home to 
the Cain who haa imbrued his hand in the 
blood of an undtfendiug fellow-creature.

The consciousness of a good action, they 
say, brings balm and peace to the soul ; 
but few thinkers have the hardihood to 
maintain that impunity for a bad action 
can also carry happiness in its train. Nev­ 
ertheless, it is true, Jonathan Smith was 
happy. He had the full enjoyment of his 
double murder, and tasted of the fruits cf 
his criminality in the most undisturbed 
ease. He felt neither remorse nor terror. 
The only sentiment which chafed him, and 
which swelled by degrees, was an over­ 
powering pride. 
An 
artistic 
pride, 
above 
all. 
The 
very perfection of 
his work, and the sense that he was in­ 
accessible to attack, caused him to forget 
every moral 
consideration. 
In that 
reflection alone, his thirst for the senti­ 
ment of superiority found wherewith to 
slake itselt—even to drunkenness. But, 
apart from that, he was as before—a weak, 
mediocre, justly unknown nun. In vain 
I he tried to force the gates of fame with his 
stolen money bags. 
Literature would 
recognize himself, but not his writings. He 
contributes generously to the Newspaper 
Press Fund, the Ncwsvenders’ Benevolent 
Fund ; he gave suppers and drinks to the 
hangers-on of third-class journals; he 
wrote a drama, which was produced at the 
East-end and damned ; he started a maga­ 
zine., which died after the first number of a 
plethora of his own prose ; he feasted Grub 
street, but the British public could not 
hearken to him hut to laugh at him. His 
articles, tales, rhymes, and plays were uni­ 
formly stamped with the trade-mark of in­ 
capacity. Under the pseudonym of Horatio 
Primrose he was known to men in the 
world of letters as an amateur who had 
more bullion than brains. Bat that stern, 
uubrihable public made a mockery of his 
money, and refused to give him credit for 
an ounce of talent. He stood convicted of 
mental imbecility. 
“ Notwithstanding,” he often said to 
himself, with a flash in his eye, “ notwith­ 
standing, if I only wished! If I were to 
recount my masterpiece—for masterpiece 
it was ! There can be no doubt about that. 
Horatio Primrose is an ass—be it so ; but 
Jonathan Smith is a man of genius. All 
the same, it is bitterly mortifying to think 
that an act so admirably conceived, so 
powerfully carried out, so neat and suc­ 
cessful iu all its details, should be con­ 
demned to everlasting oblivion. Ah ! that 
day I had the true inspiration ; that day 
my breast heaved under the divinus ajftatua 
of brightest malice. I have done but one 
great thing in my life. Wny did I perform 
instead of writing i t ! If I had written it, 
I should be celebrated. I should have but 
one tale to point to ; but everybody would 
read it, for it would be unique of its kind. 
I have accomplished a masterpiece of 
crime.” 
In the long run this idea assumed the 
force of an hallucination. For two years 
he fought against it. He was devoured, 
first, by the regret not to have conceived a 
fiction instead of having done an action as 
it were a fiction. 
It was not the demon of perversity which 
pushes criminals to avow their crimes, as 
in Edgar Poe’s tales, which haunted him ; 
it was purely a passion for literary renown, 
a craving for reputation, a sort of prurigo 
of glory. 
Like to a subtle counselor who demol­ 
ishes objection after objection, and brings 
captious arguments into' play, his fixed 
idea i ursued him with a thousand ques­ 
tionings : 
“ Why should you not write the truth ? 
W hat do you fear ? Horatio Primrose is 
sheltered from the law. The crime is 
stale. Everybody has forgotten it. The 
author of it is buried in quicklime under 
an unchiseled fligstone. 
You will be 
thought merely to have woven an artistic 
narative out of a few columns of police 
intelligence. You can put iu it all your 
dimly shadowed thoughts, all the grudges 
that drove you to murder, all the shrewd­ 
ness and address you brought ¡Dto exercise 
to compass it, all the circumstances that 
were furnished like gifts by that most 
marvelous of inventors whom fools nick­ 
name Ciiance. You alone are in the secret, 
and none can guess that you sought out 
your plot in tne actual. They will only 
discover in your story the opulence of a 
rare imagination. 
And then you will 
be the man you wish to be, the great 
writer who reveals himself late, but by a 
stroke of undeniable genius. You will 
eDjoy your crime as malefactor never en­ 
joyed his. You will reap from it not only 
gold, but laurels. And who knows ? After 
this victory, when you shall have a 
name, you will cause them t<J read your 
other works, and compel them to reverse 
the unjust opinions they have passed upon 
you. On the highway of fame it is only 
the first stage which is planted with thorns. 
Have pluck, man ! Summon to your aid 
but a tithe of that marvelous temerity you 
had one day in your existence. Recollect 
how it succeeded. It must command suc­ 
cess again. Take opportunity by the top­ 
knot. The ball is at your foot again ; kick 
it ! You cannot conceal from yourself that 
the job was splendidly done. Chronicle 
it as it happened, without fear or equivo­ 
cation, prouly, in its majestic horror. And 
if you have any faith in me you will do 
the brave thing—sign the narrative, not 
with a pseudonym that looks like your 
name, but with your real name, which they 
are sure to take for a pseudonym. It is 
not Cavendish, or Chastelar, or Tom 
Merry, not even Horatio Primrose, or any 
of that crowd, you must link to immortal­ 
ity, but yourself alone, Jonathan Smith.” 
Accordingly, one evening, Jonathan 
Smith sat down to his desk, a block of vir­ 
gin paper before him, his head on fire and 
his hand in a fever, and, like some true 
poet in the throes of a great composition, 
at a single sitting he dashed off the vivid 
history of his crime. 
He told of the miserable commencements 
of Jonathan Smith, bis Bohemian exist­ 
ence, hia multiplied failures, his proved 
mediocrity, his fierce rancour against so­ 
ciety and fate, the hot, wayward impulses 
toward suicide and sin which held epileptic 
revel in his brain, the revolt of a heart de­ 
ceived by the chimerical, and yearning to 
avenge itself on the real—in short, a pene­ 
trating psychological romance, a remorse­ 
less scalpel scrutiny of the inner man. In 
a style of studied soberness, and with a har­ 
rowing precision, he described the scene in 
the Strand Hospital, the scene in the Great 
Coram-streot House, the scene in Newgate 
Jail, and the triumph of the actual assas­ 
sin. Then with a Satanic incisiveness he 
analyzed the causes which had induced the 
writer to publish his crime, and finished by 
the apotheosis of Jonathan Smith, who 
placed his signature at the bottom of the 
confession.

Captain C. Glazier proposes to make a 
cauoe voyage from Lake Icasca down the 
Mississippi to the Gulf. If accomplished, 
it will be a trip of more than ordinary in­ 
terest to the public,as regards the advent­ 
ure, scientific research, and the pleasure 
to be derived. 
Daring September (23J to 25th) a bench 
show will be held at Franklin, Pa., and as 
the number of flue dogs in that State is 
large, the event will doubtless be a suc­ 
cess. J. J. Snellenburg, the well-known 
breeder and sportsman, will be judge of 
the setter and pointer classes. 
Arrangements have been made to hold 
the postponed tournament of the Illinois 
State Sportsmen’s Association at Klien- 
man’s Range, near Chicago, during the 
middle of August. One hundred coops 
have been sent to the Indian Territory for 
pigeons to be used in the State shoot. 
A pair of bassets have been lately im­ 
ported from France for J. B. Lucas, of St. 
Louis—the tirst pure-blooded dogs of that 
type, it is believed, that have been received 
iu this country. The basset is cloBely al­ 
lied to the beagle, and will no doubt prove 
a valuable addition to the dogs of America 
if properly bred and trained. 
Near Mills’ Creek, Pa., a gentleman out 
gunning recently shot himself accidentally 
or otherwise, and his faithful spaniel re­ 
mained by his side three days, at the end 
of which time the piteous wailing of the 
dog attracted the attention of people in 
that vicinity, whereupon the body was dis­ 
covered and removed for burial. 
A bookmaker of New York backed 
Francesca rather heavily to w in the race 
in which she defeated Rica and others at 
Sheep3head Bay. It was due solely to a 
dream which one of the Messrs. Dwyer 
had, who told it to our bookmaker. He 
thereupon backed her, and offered half his 
bets to the dreamer, who, however, prac­ 
tical to the last, refused. 
W e learn from the Kentucky Live Stork 
Record that James A. Grmstead has 
already entered in the Derby for 1SS3 the 
chestnut colt by St. Martin—Sophy B&d- 
deley, and a hay colt, own brother to Grin- 
stead, by Gilroy—Sister to Ruric, by imp. 
Sovereign ; ami in the Oaks the chestnut 
filly by St. Martin out of imp. Cicely 
Jobson, and a chestnut filly by War Dance 
out of Misfortune (Mistake’s dam). 
As the difficulty bf obtaining wild pigeons 
for the trap is increasing from year to year, 
Yankee inventiveness supplies the want 
with sundry substitutes, more or less prac­ 
tical in trap shooting. W ith clay pigeons, 
smoke target balls, gyro pigeons, detonating 
wooden balls and the like, to say nothing of 
bats, sparrows, blackbirds and other live 
proxies, it would seem that the average 
shooter could find ample use for the gun 
without using pigeons for his sport. 
The Cleveland Yachting Association had 
its annual regatta on the Fourth of July, 
open to all yachts of lake clubs. There were 
thirteen entries, divided into three classes. 
The course was diamond-shaped and 
twenty’ miles long. The Cygnet, of Buf­ 
falo, won the first class ; the Corsair, of 
Erie, the second, and the Unique, the 
third class. 
The second prize in the 
second class was won by the Ida, and the 
third prize by the Rover. 
The affair was 
very successful. 
I always keep a number of toads in my 
orchard-house for the purpose of destroy­ 
ing vermin. The other morning while 
watching two males I was highly amused 
to see them have a regular set-to fight. 
They went at each other in a regular 
scientific manner, sparring and boxing 
with their forepaws and butting with their 
heads.

Large numbers of salmon en­ 
tered the river in June, and by the 9th of 
July the Commission bad captured nine­ 
teen, weighing from ten to eighteen pounds 
each, at the hatching house at Plymouth. 
After that date the water wa9 so low that 
no inore were taken until October 2d, when 
two more were captured. 
Parents who neglect to educate their 
sons, at a proper age, in the use of fire­ 
arms, are more or less responsible for hun­ 
dreds of accidents which occur from day 
to day throughout the land, with pistols, 
guns, etc. The passion for a gun seems 
inherent with most youths, and if strictly 
forbidden to use it the restraint only kin­ 
dles the flame. At the first opportunity a 
pistol—which is far more dangerous in in­ 
experienced hands than a gun—is procured 
by the lad, and a serious, often fatal, acci­ 
dent to himself or others is likely to follow.

A Sli.m W heat Crop.—W heat is not 
arriving at the Farmers’ warehouses at 
Yuba City in any great quantity. The 
price paid there is SI 25 to §1 30, about 
the same rates as were offered this time 
last year. Mr. Ohleyer, manager of the 
Farmers’ Association, who is certainly in a 
position to judge, states that the quality 
of this season’8 crop is not quite as good as 
that of last year. He thinks that Sutter 
and Yuba counties will not together have 
more than one-sixth the amount of last 
season’s crop. His own experience was 
particularly unfortunate. From 150 acres 
sown to wheat he harvested only 300 sacks. 
About 120 acres of the wheat was killed 
entirely by the floods, so that the yield 
from 30 acres cut was ten sacks to the 
acre. This, Mr. Ohleyer thinks, is not 
worse than the experience of many farm­ 
ers. 
He believes that many wheat-grow- 
ers this season have hardly made expenses. 
There is one consolation, however, that he 
points out. A great acreage has been left 
to lie in summer-fallow, insuring splendid 
crops for next season, unless visited by de­ 
structive floods in the winter. He believes 
that the average of the wheat yield this 
season on all the ground in Sutter aud 
Yuba counties cut over, is about ten 
bushels per acre, but that fully half the 
acreage town was left uncut.—[Slarysville 
AppeaL 


FOB WOMEN. 


A FEW GOOD THINGS DESCRIBED BY 
MISS PARLOA. 


Eclairs—7ateau St. Honoré—Bow to Whip 
Cream and to Make Frosting, 
Queen Fritters. Etc. 


ECLAIRS. 
But one cupful of boiling water and half 
a cupful of butter in a large saucc-pan, and 
wheu it boils turn in one pint of pastry 
llour. Beat well with the vegetable masher, 
and when perfectly smooth and velvety to 
the touch remove from the tire. Break 
five eggs into a 1-owl. When the paste is 
nearly cold beat the eggs into it with the 
hand. Ouly a small part of the eggs 
should be added at a time. XVhen the 
mixture is thoroughly beaten (it will take 
about twenty minutes), spread on buttered 
sheets in oblong pieces about four inches 
long aud one and one-half wide. These 
must be about two inches apart. Bake in 
a rather quick oven for about twenty-five 
minutes. As soon as they are done, ice 
with either chocolate or vanilla frosting. 
XX’hen the icing is cold cut the ec airs on 
one side and fill them. 
CREAM CAKES 
Are made iu the same way, but without 
frosting. At a season of the year when 
the eggs'are dark-colored, the yolk of one 
egg may be taken out, and this will pre­ 
vent the cakes from being too dark. I 11 
baking, if they fall after being taken from 
the oven, put them back and they will 
come up again. 
The filltDg for eclairs and cream cakes is 
made of one generous pint of milk, one 
cupful of sugar, scant half cupful of flour, 
half teaspoon ful of salt, two eggs. Let the 
milk come to a boil : beat the sugar, eggs 
and flour together, stir in the boiling milk 
and cook twenty minutes, stirring fre­ 
quently. Flavor to taste. 
SATEAU ST. HONORS. 
Make a paste the saíne as for eclairs. 
Batter three pie plates. Roll puff or 
chopped paste very thin and cover the 
plates with it. Cut oft' the paste about an 
inch from the edge all around the plates. 
¡Spread a thin layer of the cooked paste 
over the put!' paste, Put a tube, measuring 
about half an inch in diameter, in a pastry 
bag. Turn the remainder of the paBte into 
the bag and press it through the tube on to 
the edges of the plates, where the puff 
paste has been cut off. Care must be taken 
to have the border of equal thickness all 
round the plate. XX'ith a fork prick holes 
in the paste iu the center of the plate. 
Bake half an hour in a modern oven. 
XX’hen the plates have been put ic the 
oven, make what paste is left in the bag 
into balls about half the size of an Ameri­ 
can walnut. There will be enough for 
three dozen. Drop them into a pan that 
has been buttered lightly, and bake fifteen 
or twenty minutes. XV'hile they are bak­ 
ing, put half a cupful of water aud half a 
cupful of granulated sugar in a small 
saucepan and boil twenty-five minutes. 
When the little balls and the paste iu the 
plate 13 done, take the balls on the point 
of 
a Ekewer or large 
ntedle, dip 
them in the syrup, and place them 
on the border of the paste 
(the 
syrup will 
hold 
them) about two 
inches 
apart. 
Do 
not 
stir 
the 
syrup, as that will make it graiu, and of 
course spoil it. A good plan is to pour 
part of tlie syrup into a small cup, which 
place in hot water. That remaining in the 
sauce-pau should be kept hot, but it should 
not boil until needed. When all the balls 
have been used, dip four dozen French 
candied cherries in the syrup and stick 
them between the balls. Reserve about 
fifteen cherries, with which to garnish the 
center of the cake. XVhip one pint and a 
half of cream to a froth. Soak half a 
package of gelatine in half a cupful of milk 
for two hours. Four on this half a cupful 
of boiling milk. Place the pan of whipped 
cream in another of ice-water, and sprinkle 
over it two-thirds of a cupful of sugar, and 
nearly a teaspoonful of vanilla flavor. 
Strain the gelatine on this and stir gentiy 
from the bottom until it begins to thicken. 
XVhen it will just pour, till the three plates 
with it and set them in the ice ohest for 
half an hour. Garnish the top with the 
remaining cherries, and serve. . This is an 
excellent dish for desert or party suppers. 
The filling is the same as used for Charlotte 
rnsse, excepting that one quart of cream 
will be required for the latter, and a little 
more flavoring will he required. The St. 
Honore can be made in the morning, if to 
be used in the afternoon or evening, but it 
ought not to stand over night. Eclairs 
and cream-cakes will keep several days. 
IN WHIPPING CREAM 
It should be remembered that good cream 
will extend to four times its ordinary 
volume ; that is, a quart of unwhipped 
cream will make four quarts of whipped. 
XX’hen the cna:n is very rich, dilute it a 
little with milk. Be careful, after adding 
the gelatine to the cream, to mix well 
and stop just as soon as it will pour. In 
making the syrup in which to candy the 
paste balls and cherries, do not stir it, for 
that will cause it to graiD, which you do 
not want ; but try it frequently with a 
piece of stick or fork, and when it be­ 
comes thready and will cool almost in­ 
stantly in cold water it is then ready for 
use. 
QUEEN FRITTERS 
Are the same as cream cakes, excepting 
that they are fried in fat, the same as 
fried muffins, and are served without the 
filling. It takes about fifteen minutes to 
fry them ; sprinkle with powdered sugar. 
• 
FROSTING 
Is made of the white of one egg, one tea­ 
cupful of powdered sugar, one tablespoon­ 
ful of lemon juice. Put the white of the 
egg in a bowl and add the sugar by de­ 
grees, beating with a spoon. When all 
has been added, stir in the lemon juice. If 
the white of the egg is large it will require 
a very full cup of sugar, and if small a 
rather scant cupful. The egg must not be 
beaten until the sugar is added. This 
gives a smooth tender frosting which will 
cover one Email sheet of cake. The same 
amount of material, prepared with the 
whites of the eggs unbeaten, will make 
one-third less frosting than it will if the 
eggs are beaten to a stiff froth before add­ 
ing the sugar ; but the icing will be enough 
smoother and softer to pay for the extra 
quality. ‘It may be flavored with a tea­ 
spoonful of vanilla. 
The frosting for chocolate eclair* is made 
of two squares of scraped chocolate with 
five tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar and 
three of boiling water. Stir over the fire 
until smooth and glossy ; dip the tops of 
the eclairs in this as they come fio.n the 
oven. XVhen the chocolate icing is dry cut 
open and till with the cream, which should 
be cold. 
In making St. Honore be careful to have 
the putf paste put smoothly on the plates, 
and after the cooked paste is spread on 
prick with a fork. In making cake Miss 
Parloa allows it to remain in the pansa lit­ 
tle while after coming out of the oven ; 
if removed from the pans too soon the cake 
is liable to fall, 
A PASTRY BAG 
Is made of a square piece of strong cotton 
cloth, with the corners attached triangular 
ehape ; sew up one side and put a tin tube 
in the small end. The bag is used to make 
lady’s fingers and for making ornamental 
pastry. Be sure and have the cloth tit 
tight around the tube. 
By regulating the 
pressure on the bag any size border or 
lady’s finger can be had. If a pastry bag 
is not conveniently at hand take a table­ 
spoon and cut off with the edge sideways 
a quantity of the cooked pastry, and with 
the forefinger lay it on the baking tin. 
Dip the finger in cold water and then shape 
the paste, 
CHARLOTTE RUSSE 
Is made of the same filling as that used in 
the St. Honore. Take thin slices of stale 
sponge cake or lady's fingers, place them 
perpendicular around the inside of a mold ; 
pour in the mixtnre, and place in a cool 
place for half an hour. If you do not have 
molds nse a bowl, which gives it a very 
pretty shape.—[From Miss Parloa’s new 
book.

THE TICHBORNE CLAIMANT. 
The attention of the San Diego claimant 
is invited to a statement recently made by 
the London Standard, to the effect that 
whoever now claims the Tichborne title 
and estates must be estopped by the disa­ 
greeable circumstance that since the last 
trial of Orton an Act of Parliament has 
been passed, called “ the Tichborne and 
“ Doughty Estates Act, of 1S74,” by 
which the death of Roger Tichborne is 
formally asserted, and the legitimacy of 
the possession of the present Baronet. 
This Act would, as the Standard points 
out, constitute that disagreeable thing 
known in law as an “ estoppel.” It would 
in fact render it impossible for the San 
Diego person to take any steps in the mat­ 
ter until he had carried through Parlia­ 
ment a private bill of his own repealing 
the Tichborne and Doughty Estates Act 
of 1S74. This consideration does not ap­ 
pear to have been known to the San Diego 
person, and a knowledge of it may cool 
his ardor, since there are few things more 
certain in advance than that he would 
fiud it utterly impossible to get such an 
Act passed. In fact this one circumstance 
may be regarded as putting a final stopper 
on his entire project, and thereby probably 
saving him from the penitentiary. 


FULMINATE OF SILVER, 
YY’e observe that it is said that the in­ 
fernal machines recently found in Liver­ 
pool could not have been intended to 
explode on board the steamer, as they 
were packed too carefully. But it is also 
said that the fuses were composed of ful­ 
minate of silver, which is the most tre­ 
mendous explosive known to science, after 
chloride of hydrogen. Fulminate of silver, 
whifh is nsed in small quantities to charge 
percussion caps, explodes under the very 
slightest concussion. It is exceedingly 
dangerous to handle, and under the cir­ 
cumstances given it seems quite possible 
that it might have endangered the lives of 
all on board the steamer. 


THE PERSISTENCE OP CREDULITY AS 
A HINDRANCE TO PROGRESS. 
When the railroad, the steamship and 
the electric telegraph came into existence, 
and added so enormously to tbe world’s ca­ 
pacities for communication, it was antici­ 
pated that from this great access of ad­ 
vantages must spring an unprecedented 
development of intelligence. This expec­ 
tation has been borne out in a measure, be­ 
yond doubt, but the extent to which the 
increased facilities of communication have 
operated to the injury of the world, be­ 
cause of the persistence of credulity in the 
masses of men, is a subject which has not 
been sufficiently studied. It is true that 
it has become possible to dissamiaate intel­ 
ligence of all kinds more rapidly and gen­ 
erally than ever before. It is true that the 
marvelous extension of commerce dur­ 
ing the past fifty years is mainly due 
to this advance in communications. It is 
true that all men who are at all .civilized 
know more of what is going on in the 
world than they ever knew before. But it 
is also true that because of and through 
this facility for making communication 
the most extravagant and misleading ideas 
are propagated with the most fatal facility, 
and that greater numbers of people every­ 
where than ever before are constantly 
being gulled into taking part in enterprises 
which can bring them nothing but loss and 
disappointment. The results of this state 
of things are peculiar, and deserve to be ex­ 
amined carefully. In the first place it may 
be pointed out that the existence of a cer­ 
tain periodicity in progress, and especially 
in commercial progress, has frequently 
been alleged. 
Thus it has been calcu­ 
lated that financial panics in England and 
the United States recur at certain definite 
intervals, and chronology would seem to 
bear out tbis assertion. 
The broad truth no doubt is that a tidal 
movement does exist in progress, and that 
it is owing to the persistence of credulity 
in mankind. All progress may be roughly 
divided into two kinds of motion; one 
rapidly forward ; the other reactionary. 
In both the ruling influence is credulity. 
Man has thus far in his development shown 
himself quite incapable of maintaining a 
steady, even advance. He is always in 
extremes ; now at the top of expectation ; 
anon plunged in despair. And commerce, 
though conventionally supposed to eDgage 
the brightest minds of every generation, is 
marked by precisely the same tendencies. 
We have alternate panics and"'booms,” 
and both conditions are equally unjustifi­ 
able, and equally the result of that abound­ 
ing credulity which plays so important a 
part in the hindrance of civilization. The 
uiual course of things is as follows : When 
a panic has been somewhat recovered from 
somebody starts a new mode of invest­ 
ment. Let us suppose it is railways. It is 
lauded for its practical virtues. Good care 
is taken to demonstrate its paying capaci­ 
ties. It becomes popular. Aud then in a 
little time people seem to shut their eyes 
and deliberately rush forward blindly to 
invest in the new fancy. Now the modern 
facilities of communication greatly favor 
the dissemination of all such commercial 
and financial epidemics of investment. 
Ocean cables bear the sanguine reports 
abroad, and the press carries the news 
everyw here. The result is that hundreds 
of thousands now join in these enterprises 
where scores formerly joined. 
. 
Credulity is played upon with more 
success than ever before, because the 
field is larger. The industrial “ boom” 
of the period is more extensive, and makes 
a more imposing show than formerly. 
It catches up and whirls away even the 
conservative. The tide is so strong and 
broad 
that it cannot be resisted. 
“ Booms,” too, are no longer confined to 
particular countries. 
They sweep over 
whole hemispheres. Each country inocu­ 
lates its neighbor, and so the great tidal 
movement rises higher and spreads wider 
than ever before ; and when the reaction 
comes in due course it sinks lower than 
ever too. It is very interesting to observe 
that in all these operations the master 
weakness of mankind, which is credulity, 
has thus far completely overbalanced tbe 
enlightening forces of science. The reason 
of this doubtless is that credulity persists 
because it is intimately associated with the 
great mainsprings of life, namely, 6eliishnesE 
and acquisitiveness. 
Men believe easily 
the things which they think promise well 
to themselves. The majority of men, 
however, are not intelligent enough to ana­ 
lyze evidence, and therefore their beliefs 
are for tbe most part without judgment 
and discrimination. The success of the 
South Sea imposture in the eighteenth 
century showed how easily men could be 
cajoled, but it is evident that there has 
since then been very little real advance in 
the capacity to distinguish between sound 
and unsound projects, for it is certainly 
as easy, if not easier, than ever to induce 
men to invest without giving them any 
satisfactory guarantees. 
The present century has swa'rmed with 
illustrations of the popular gullibility. If 
a list of the rotten undertakings which 
have been floated on the money market 
during that period were to be made, the 
briefest summary would more than fill 
every column of this issue of the Jíeiokd- 
U nion. 
Whatever advances may be 
made in other directions, the persistence 
of credulity seems to defy all efforts at its 
cure. Education is as powerless to deal 
with it as anything else. National educa­ 
tional systems have no apparent effect upon 
it. Experience does not influence it in the 
least. Whenever it has a chance to chose 
between the truth and a specious false­ 
hood it invariably prefers the latter. And 
the chief peculiarity about it is that it ap- 
jiears never to have any knowledge of 
what has gone before, and to carry a sort 
of perennial verdure about it. It listens 
to no advice, perhaps because it always 
hugs the delusion that it understands the 
situation perfectly. It follows the general 
course recklessly, and to the bitter end. 
And when at last it has been thoroughly 
fleeced and plundered it goes stolidly to 
work again to accumulate a fresh fund for 
sacrifice on the next occasion. 
The Tichborne Claimant, Arthur Orton, 
wrote in his diary this pregnant sentence : 
"Some men has plenty money and no 
“ brains; and some men has plenty brains 
“ and no money. 
Surely those with 
“ plenty money and no brains were made 
“ for those with plenty brains and no 
"money.” The grammar of this apo­ 
thegm is not precise, but the meaning is 
clear as crystal, and it is a kind of 
maxim which is illustrated daily in the 
ordinary events of life. The modem facil­ 
ities of communication have vastly ex­ 


tended the hnnting grounds of the class of 
men who have “ plenty brains and no 
“ money,” and this is one reason w hy so 
many colossal fortunes have beeD made by 
what is euphemistically called “ specula­ 
tio n ,” in the present era. To swindle 
an individual is criminal. To swindle a 
crowd is merely “ speculation” and law­ 
ful. Take the stock market of San Fran­ 
cisco as an example of this kind of thing. 
There the persistent credulity of the 
community enabled a few men to monopo­ 
lize the earnings of years, and at the 
same time to withhold the only in- 
lormatioij which could have justified 
or guided investment. Take the present 
railroad mania for another illustration. 
It is not ten years since blind investment 
in unnecessary railroads brought ruin and 
loss to multitudes of people all over the 
world. Yet precisely the same blind in­ 
vestments are now being made, and under 
circumstances which are really far more 
discouraging than those of ten years ago. 
Yet it is perfectly useless to warn the 
public in this connection. They will fol­ 
low the bent of their inclinations. Their 
ignorance and credulity make them the 
easy dupes of plausible knaves, and noth­ 
ing seems to teach them better sense. In 
this way the diffusion of improved means 
of communication has directly operated to 
hinder progress, by organizing and extend­ 
ing the field cf wholesale swindling, by 
vastly enhancing the rewards of adroit 
speculative dishonesty, by increasing the 
facilities for deceiving distant communities, 
by enabling even the most worthless enter­ 
prises to be represented as sound. And 
it is evident that popular education has 
failed to keep pace with the extension 
of dishonest speculation. 
The rapid 
additions made by expanding trade and 
manufacture to the world’s wealth only 
serve to swell the hoards of those bold and 
unscrupulous men—the pirates of com­ 
merce, as they may be styled—who traffic 
upon the folly of the masses, and who filch 
from the pockets of these simple persons 
the profits of industry and the rewards of 
skill. And it is evident that before the 
norma] ratio of progress can be established, 
and before the discoveries of science can 
produce their most salutary effects, it will 
be necessary to combat this prevailing 
credulity far more seriously and earnestly 
than hitherto, and that education must 
be so reorganized as to impart to future 
generations at least enough intelligence to 
avoid epidernicB of calamitous error euch as 
at present periodically check all progress, 
and paralyze the movements of all civilizing 
agencies. 
THE WORK OF COLLEGE PROFESSORS. 
If we may judge from the criticisms 
which have lately appeared in the columns 
of some of our esteemed contemporaries, 
there is an impreesion abroad that the use­ 
fulness of college professors ought to be 
gauged by the number of hours they are 
actually engaged in teaching. It would 
seem to be supposed that these professors 
ought to “ put in ” eight or ten hours a 
day, like manual laborers, aud that unless 
they can be shown to do I his they are 
somehow holding sinecure positions. Even 
with some of the members of the Board of 
Regents these primitive ideas have appa­ 
rently found lodgment, and therefore it is 
in order to inquire what kind of work col­ 
lege professors are supposed to be em­ 
ployed upon. The fact, if it be a fact, 
that a professor does not spend more than 
two hours a day in actually instructing his 
class,'íb one which has no bearing whatever 
upon his efficiency. The presumption is 
that each professor imparts a sufficient 
amount cf instruction every day in his 
specialty. The University is a school in 
which many branches of knowledge are 
taught, and there must be many teachers. 
No one professor can take more than a 
certain small part of the daily time at dis­ 
posal, nor would it be desirable that he 
should attempt to take more. Experience 
has shown that it is worse than useless to 
try to hasten educational processes, and if 
the professors could find time for more 
instruction than they give, the students 
would be unable to avail themselves of 
this extra instruction. 
Tbs truth is that a great deal of non­ 
sense is being written just now about the 
work of the professors. They are not to 
be judged from the standpoint of “ eight 
“ hours a day.” The only question which 
has any pertinence 
is whether they 
are competent teachers, and if they are it 
is of no consequence to the public how 
many hours a day or a week they are en­ 
gaged in the class-room. Nor must it be 
concluded that their class-room work is all 
they do. A professor who has his heart in 
his employment is very likely to spend 
more hours at work than a hod-carrier 
would. He will do more outside his class­ 
room than in it. He has not only to keep 
his own information constantly up to the 
mark, and to inform himself of every new 
discovery in the department over which he 
presides, but he must look after his pupils 
constantly, see that they are not shirking 
their studies, help and encourage them 
when they get into difficult places, and ex­ 
ercise a general supervision over their 
work. It must be remembered also that 
the professor has spent years of hard work 
in fitting himself for his position. He is 
in many respects like the physician, who, 
though he may spend only a few minutes 
in the examination of a case, brings to 
bear upon it the accumulated knowledge 
and experience of years. Skilled labor of 
this character is never to be measured by 
the standard of unskilled labor, and noth­ 
ing can be mure an just and absurd than 
the attempt so to measure it. 
It is by the results of his teaching that 
the usefulness of the college professor is 
to be judged. In the Universities of Ger­ 
many many of the most celebrated and 
learned professors never lecture more than 
twenty minutes or half an hour at a time, 
and this not more than two or three times 
a week. But the value of their instruc­ 
tion is fully understood and appreciated, 
and they sncceed in imparting information 
which can nowhere else be found in so 
satisfactory a way. It may be doubted 
very much whether two-hour lectures are 
not considerably too long, in fact. It is 
not from large doses of learning that the 
ordinary student carries away the fullest 
mind. _ It is rather from moderate lessons 
thoroughly understood. 
Such criticism 
as has recently been made upen 
the time spent in instruction is both 
stupid and mischievous. It is evi­ 
dently 
writeu 
without 
the 
least 
thought as to its significance, and 
probably with no better or more en­ 
lightened motive than a narrow carping 
disposition, To say of a professor that he 


does not teach more than two hoars a day 
is merely to show that the critic has no 
understanding of the duties of a professor. 
He might not teach more than one hour a 
day, aud still he might be an invaluable 
instructor, and be more than earning his 
pittance. It is a shame that members of 
the Board of Regents, who ought to know 
better if they do not, should have sounded 
the keynote for this unintelligent and 
contemptible line of attack upon a body of 
gentlemen who have quite enough to con­ 
tend with iu being compelled to do their 
work under the supervision of such author­ 
ities. 


THE ANTI-FREE-TRADE MOVEMENT 
ENGLAND. 
IN 


The movement against Free Trade in Eng. 
land appears to be in a fair way towards or­ 
ganization. Naturally it does not take the 
shape of an agitatiou in behalf of Protec­ 
tion, for that doctrine could not in its 
naked form be made acceptable in a coun­ 
try which has not yet forgotten the corn 
laws. The new party is moving some­ 
what insidiously. It t^kes the ground 
that free trade ought not to be maintained 
with countries which refuse to reciprocate ; 
that the products of all such countries 
should be made dutiable, in fact. It pro­ 
poses further that free trade in its fullest 
sense shall be restricted to the colonies 
and dependencies of the United Kingdom, 
and that if other countries at any time 
shew a disposition to remove their tariff 
restrictions from English goods, they shall 
be freed from duties in their turn. Apart 
from the question of principles,' which 
indeed may be said to be aban­ 
doned altogether by the new party, 
we are disposed to think that the 
colonies would be very apt to oppose a 
sharp resistance to this programme. Most 
of them have developed a very pro­ 
nounced sentiment in favor of Protection, 
which is generally the case in newly-settled 
aad undeveloped countries. 
They want 
all the help they can get for their own 
struggling industries, and they cannot be 
persuaded that they are not benefiting 
themselves by adopting the peculiar 
policy of robbing Peter to pay Paul, which 
is the ground-work of Protection. The 
glory of helping to build up English manu­ 
factures would, we think, go for very little 
in their eyes. AH colonies are naturally 
more or less jealous of the mother coun­ 
try, and the more she assists them the less 
grateful do they feel, as a rule. They 
never are willing to make any sacrifices 
for her, though they always expect her 
to defend them against the rest of 
the world. They would, therefore, kick 
violently against the new programme, 
and some of them would be very apt to 
prefer a declaration of independence to 
the acceptance of it. As to its probable 
reception by the English themselves, the 
proposal to put duties upon breadstuff’s and 
other provisions seems alone sufficient to 
enlist the masses against it. The consumer 
is everybody, and the consumer fully ap­ 
preciates the benefits resulting from a free 
importation of American wheat and beef. 
Of course this is, in effect, a proposition to 
re-enact the corn laws, however disguised 
it may be, and there is certainly no politi­ 
cal organization of any consequence bold or 
foolish enough to assume the responsibility 
for such a policy. And this shows the fu­ 
tility of any serious effort to overthrow 
Free Trade in England. No matter what 
the country suffers it cannot retaliate upon 
the rest of the world, because it could only 
do so by imposing new burdens upon the 
masseB, who are already sufficiently restive 
under the existing taxes. The agricult­ 
ural interest cannot hope to be reinstated 
in any such way. 
If that is its only 
Bchame of relief it might as well go into 
bankruptcy at once. And as for the man­ 
ufacturers, since their chief grievance is 
the obstinacy of foreign Governments, we 
do not see how they are to improve their 
situation. The cause of their trouble i¡ 
beyond the jurisdiction of England. It 
has been her mission to make goods 
for other countries, not to export bread- 
stuffs. She has sent the products of her 
mills and looms all over the world, and has 
bought her food abroad. Under these cir­ 
cumstances she cannot recur to protection 
without entirely readjusting her industries, 
and such a readjustment would be a work 
of generations, not of months or years. 
The real truth is that it is not free trade 
which is injuring her, but the rapid growth 
of rival industries, both on the continent 
and in the United States. 


AFGHANISTAN. 
The defeat of Ameer Abdurrahman by 
Ayoob Khan has not yet been followed by 
a»y further important results, but the pre­ 
sumption is that the former will find it im­ 
possible to hold his own, and that Ayoob 
will shortly be virtual master of the whole 
of Afghanistan. In that event the prob­ 
lem for England to solve will again be per­ 
plexing. Ayoob Khan might have been 
secured as an ally some time ago, and since 
he was the most able chieftain in the field 
it would have been sound policy to secure 
his friendship. Now, however, he knows 
himself to have hopelessly alienated Brit­ 
ish sympathy, and therefore he will natur­ 
ally throw himself into the arms of Russia. 
The latter has defeated and probably 
broken the strength of the Tekke Turco­ 
mans, who constituted the main defense of 
Merv, and therefore of Herat, which is 
the key to British India, and it is 
scarcely to be doubted that Russia 
would, if she had an understanding with 
Ayoob Khan, be in a position to take and 
occupy both these places. It was long 
ago said by men like Sir Henry Rawlinson 
that England ought to secure both Merv 
and Herat, but that if Russia occupied 
the former, she ought instantly to seize 
the latter. The Gladstone policy in Cen­ 
tral Asia has for some time put the Raw­ 
linson school of Indian counselors out of 
Court. They have been pooh-poohed as 
alarmists and “ Jingoes,” and it has been 
the fashion to laugh at the idea of a Rus­ 
sian policy of aggression in that direction. 
It is probable that in a short time the wis­ 
dom of the Gladstone programme will be 
tested severely, for unless internal troubles 
paralyze the arm of Russia completely, 
it must be expected that she will signal­ 
ize her appreciation of Ayoob Khan’s 
successes 
by 
makiDg 
an 
advance 
upon Merv. Even now something could 
be done to check a movement of this kind 
by extending help to the Turcomans, who 
are desperate and determined fighters, and 
who have recently built a new stronghold 
for themselves not far from Merv. But 
the policy which flung away all the pos­ 
sible advantages of Beaconsfield’s occupa­ 
tion of Afghanistan, and which thus 


deliberately threw all the opportunities 
into the hands of Russia, is not likely to 
be brightened by such a gleam of com­ 
prehension as this would imply, aud if the 
Liberals remain in power it seems possible 
that nothing will be done to stem the 
Russian advance until her troop9 are 
actually in the passes of the Hindoo 
Koosh. 


8HEPHERD COWLEY. 
This man, who was convicted of brutali­ 
ties of the mo3t atrocious kind towards 
little children intrusted to his care as the 
manager of the charitable institution called 
the “ Shepherd's Fold” at New York, has 
recently been liberated, having served out 
his term of imprisonment, and has, to the 
amazement and disgust of the public, been 
rehabilitated by his church. The latter 
pretended to hold an investigation of his 
conduct, and reached the conclusion that 
the evidence which satisfied a civil Court 
and the entire public of bis guilt, was in­ 
sufficient to base a serious charge upon, 
and that therefore he should be restored 
to all his clerical functions as before. It 
is needless to say that this brazen 
attempt to whitewash a scoundrel 
is a complete failure. Shepherd Cowley 
has been branded, and the brand cannot be 
washed off. There is no possibility of hon­ 
est doubt as to his guilt, and bis crimes 
were of a kind to ntterly incapacitate the 
perpetrator for any religious office. In 
fact this attempt to restore him to useful­ 
ness in the church is really worse than the 
somewhat similar endeavor to restore 
Colonel Valentine Baker to his former 
position in English society; for whereas 
Baker’s was only a lay case, this is one 
into the consideration of which the gravest 
religious principles unavoidably enter. The 
only rational deduction' from the Cowley 
case is that his church thinks inore of the 
reputation of its cloth than of the morals 
of the men who wear that cloth ; and that 
is a very discouraging kind of conclusion to 
be forced to. 


ing party in a sham battle has no right to 
advance farther than would be permitted 
if the opposing guns were firing real shells, 
canister and grape. It will not do to pro­ 
ceed so impetuously as our gallant troops did 
the ether day, nor should the defenders of a 
battery undertake to hold it when, accord­ 
ing to the laws of war, it has become un­ 
tenable. Unless these conditions are ob­ 
served in maneuvers of this kind it must 
be difficult to prevent any such sham at­ 
tack from degenerating into a real one, and 
in the case under notice the tendency that 
way evidently vrent far enough to render 
things quite serious for a time. A little 
less zeal, aud a little more attention to 
military rules, is probably about the. right 
prescription for this complaint. 


THE ENGLISH PRESS ON BRADLAUGH. 
The London Timex takes the ground that 
the House of Commons has made a very 
serious blunder in its treatment of Brad- 
laugh. It says it has placed itself in a 
false position, “ and it is the duty of the 
“ Government to plainly and forcibly de- 
“ clare whether it will introduce a I’arlia- 
“ mectary oath bill as early as possible at 
“ the next session of Parliament.” The 
Timts further says : “ In the event of 
“ doing so Bradlaugh will, it is understood, 
“ refrain in the meanwhile from pressing 
“ his claim for admission to the House.” 
The Government has allowed itself to drift 
in this case until it has got into a very 
awkward situation. It is chargeable at 
present with excluding Bradlaugh from the 
House under pretenses which are really 
frivolous. Ic is evident that his constitu­ 
ents will return him as often as there is an 
election, but the Government delays, not­ 
withstanding its promises, to bring in a 
new oath bill, which would end the diffi­ 
culty by removió the obnoxious provis­ 
ions of the existing law. It will have to 
do this, and it had better do it before the 
matter excites mire popular resentment 
and impatience. 


A DANGEROUS SUGGESTION. 
It is said that Postmaster-General James 
is considering a new theory of civil-service 
reform, which consists in the selection of 
nominees for offices by the members of Con­ 
gress, and the examination only of persons 
so selected. This would be alike unsatis­ 
factory to the country and to the Congress­ 
men. The former would have just ground 
to complain that the civil-service was 
practically closed to all but the few who 
could obtain Congressional indorsement. 
The latter would feel that they were ex­ 
ercising an empty function, since they 
could not guarantee appointment to any of 
their nominees. 
As a matter of course 
under these circumstances the Congressmen 
would do their utmost to break down the 
genuineness of the examinations, and to 
make them only Eham, or pass examin­ 
ations. 
And since the Congressmen 
alone would be eventually able to 
to watch the business, and to ex­ 
ercise pressure in regard to it, the pre­ 
sumption is that they would finally 
succeed in accomplishing their purpose, 
aud that thus under the pretense of civil- 
servioe reform the old spoils system would 
be quietly re established. YY'e entirely 
agree with the Nation in the truth of its 
observation, that “ if we are to have civil- 
“ eervice reform with a little patronage in 
“ it, we shall soon have, as heretofore, a 
“ good deal of patronage with very little 
“ orno civil service in it.” The attempt 
to mix the two systems is utterly im­ 
practicable, and Postmaster-General James 
will do well to abandon all idea of such an 
experiment.

The furious war of rates now being 
waged by the great trunk railroads at the 
East ¡8 rapidly convincing the public that 
those railroads are incapable of managing 
their own business ; that competition does 
not supply the necessary balance-wheel; 
and that in fact nothing can restore the 
equilibrium but legislative regulation. 
Thus the contending railroads, after re­ 
sisting all the arguments of legislators 
looking to this end, are themselves using 
all their power and energy to make it clear 
that they must be taken in hand as irre­ 
sponsible and incapable. The war of rates 
is in fact working manifestly toward one of 
two ends : legislative regulation, or consol­ 
idation. If it appears that the consolida­ 
tions already made are each too important 
to either yield to or make terms with the 
others, one of these two courses will have 
to be adopted. 
The Legislatures will un­ 
dertake to regulate them, or they will be 
forced to consolidate still more. At present 
the tendency is more towards the second 
than the first of these alternatives, for the 
Legislatures are perplexed over the trans­ 
portation problem, and do not see their way 
clear to any solution. If all the principal 
lines were grouped in two or three series, 
of course it would be much easier for the 
state tb de;J with them, and as this is 
evidently the natural course of railroad com­ 
petition it is more probable than any other 
outcome.

THE DORY NUISANCE. 
A steamship captain writes to the press 
complaining of the increasing number of 
small boats which are being sent across the 
Atlantic out of bravado or for wagers. He 
points out that when vessels sight such 
small boats in mid ocean it is impossible to 
tell whether or not they contain ship­ 
wrecked sailors. The vessel that sights 
them is under moral obligations to bear 
down upon and examine them, and thus 
many precious hours may be thrown away, 
and at the same time a disgust may be 
bred in the minds of captains which will 
perhaps induce them to refrain from 
succoring some boat which really con­ 
tains the survivors of a wreck, at a subse­ 
quent time. Tbis complaint appears to be 
well grounded, and the remedy is for the 
men who sail dories across the Atlantic to 
carry signals with them, and thus make 
known their true character when they 
meet steamers or ships.

Lone Tree bend, near YVakefield Landing, 
six miles from this city. Considerable 
difficulty has been experienced since the 
commencement of the work in procuring 
the proper kind of machinery and in get­ 
ting suitable aud responsible contractors.

ART WORKS COMING. 


SEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Purchases In Europe for an Art Gallery 
in California. 
The Paris correspondent of the R e c o rd - 
UsiON writes as follows : 
Mrs. Governor Stanford has spent this 
last w inter in Italy, visiting the principal 
cities and their famous art galleries, and 
has through jadicious purchases added to 
the fine oollection of paintingB and statu­ 
ary which now adorn the well-known art 
Íallery of her residence at San Franciso. 
have seen a number of these pictures on 
their journey through Paris, preparatory to 
being packed for their long voyage to Cali­ 
fornia. 
However, like a herald of ti e 
treasures to follow, Carlo llolcis 
Inno­ 
cence” made its appearance some time 
before, and as it stood in the private parlor 
a t tbs F o t:l Brist. 1, sfa t ed all beholders 
by its wonderful ana s riking beauty. How 
will it be possible to describe this marvel­ 
ous -picture? Tne face of the woman is 
same'.king 
MORE BEAUTIFUL 
la its 
expression than 
anythmjg our 
dream3 have ever pictured. 
She holdB in 
her arms a lamb, one hand resting on its 
back and the other holding a lily. 
Her 
head is gracefully bent forward, display­ 
ing the beautiful etives of her neck, and 
in the braided bands of her hair, which en­ 
circle her brow like a diadem, are rich 
jewels, which seem to highten the soft 
brilliancy of her eyes and cast a glow ovet 
the face illuminated by smiles from within. 
I t seems as though the artist had breathed 
into the picture a part of his soul, to for­ 
ever speak for him when he should have 
departed from the earth. Around the head 
is a halo of glory, which softly melts into 
the dark back ground, and suggests in its 
mellowed light a reflection of the mys­ 
teries of the past. 
This picture was 
painted m 1(500, and formerly belonged to 
the Marquis Siviani della Robbia. 
Among 
the collection is a large and beautiful 
picture of “ Rebecca at the W ell,” by 
Carletto O.ielnri, the son of Paul Veronese, 
painted in 1(500. It represents Eliezer pre­ 
senting jewels to Rebecoa on a round silver 
platter, held forth by a page on one knee. 
Eiiezer in his turban, scarf and flowing 
robes, while v ith one hand on the platter, 
points w ith his other in the direction away, 
as though inviting her to follow him. Near 
bv stands his camel and three personages, 
one of whom is attending to the second 
camel drinking from the stone fountain ; 
these figures are to the left, and to the 
right is seated Rebecca’s companion gaz­ 
ing with astonishment on the display of 
jewels, which in fact are of a prodigious 
weight, to judge from the effort made by 
the page to hold them aloft. 
The princi­ 
pal figure is Rebecca, one bare foot npon 
the ground and the other upon the stone 
»tepa of the well, her body canopied by 
the verdure of a gigantic tree, her face 
turned back to look at the jewels, and her 
hand raised in wonder and surprise at their 
beauty. 
There is an ampleur, a grace and 
majesty in her pose which inspire the 
greatest admiration. 
In fact the coloring 
and grouuing of this picture is admirable, 
and pet farmed in Paul Veronese’s best 
style. 
There is amODg the collection a 
painting by Paul Veronese himself, entitled 
“ Love Guiding Hope,” and representing a 
young woman with flowing hair, holding an 
anchor with both hands, her eyes raised to­ 
wards heaven with an inspired look and her 
parted lips expressive of ecstacy. 
Beside 
her is the cupid, Love, holding the cord in 
one hand, and with wings spread smilingly 
leads her on. 
This picture came from the 
palace of the l)uke of Modena. 
That 
which particularly impressed rue was a 
Madonna called 
THE MADONNA OF TnE POMEGRANATE, 
By Francesco Francia, painted in 1500. 
Of all the Madonnas—and it must be ac­ 
knowledged there are a goodly number—I 
do not think there are any who may sur­ 
pass thi3 in the beauty and expression of 
the face. 
The features are long, in the 
style of the Madonnas of Raphael, but the 
face is less childish, and gains in the ma­ 
turity of form and expression. 
The mouth 
and rn.se are the ideal of perfection, and 
there is a gentleness, a sweetness, which 
lingers around J:he chin, that hauntsj you 
long after yon have ceased to look at the 
picture. 
One h md rests upon an open 
book, while the other holds a pomegranate 
from which the holy infant has drawn a 
part o f’the skin, showing the crimson seed 
just visible within. 
The child seerna to 
have caught the reflection of the mother’s 
■mile, and 1 i i cherub mouth and dimpled 
cheeks are the expression of gentleness and 
amiability. 
This is a most beautiful pict­ 
ure, andj cannot fail to awaken delight­ 
ful sensations in the breasts of those 
whose good fortune it may be to behold it. 
A large picture by Albani represents 
the dance of the cupids before the statues 
of Venus and Love. 
The tall statue of 
Venus is seen resting in an open sea Bhell, 
and clinging to her is the cupid Love, who 
is beseeching her to return him his bow and 
arrow which she teasingly holds beyond 
his reach. 
Around the pedestal dance a 
vast number of little cnpils with apparent 
roguish delight, all joining hands or hands 
united by grasping the bow and arrows 
held in the air. 
To the left is a young man 
playing the harp, and to the right cnpids 
again playing the tambourine ; m the dis­ 
tance is a temple, aud beyond a landscape, 
whose tone and outlines belong to la '/ramie, 
peinlure. 
In the clouds are discerned alla- 
gorical figures beautifully finished, and 
although the tones are deep, peculiar to 
Albani, there is wonderful harmony and 
richness throughout, which grow upon you 
as you gaze upon the picture, and then the 
exquisitely-molded forms of the cupids are 
a continual delight. 
The largest picture of 
the collection is the Sibyl Sarnia, by Del 
Domenichino. 
This painting represents 
almost the entire figure of a woman, who, 
with 


AN INSPIRED LOOK 
Upon her face, is in the act of dipping her 
pen into the ink, preparatory to writing 
upon tablets held before her by the aid of 
a cherub, whose profile and arm are just visi­ 
ble behind the manuscript. 
I do not know 
anything more majestic or imposing than 
this figure larger than life. 
The face is 
calm and serious, the great eyes are full of 
intelligence, her head is covered with a tu r­ 
ban, and fastened to her shoulders is a 
long flowing cloak whose folds have each a 
language. 
I t is that same perfection of 
drapery which cost the Italian masters a 
century of study, and which nothing can 
equal in its expression of grace and char­ 
acter. 
This collection of pictures will be a 
source of delight to all Californians who 
may behold them, far separated as they are 
from the galleries containing the chefs- 
d'oeuvre oi the great masters, and they 
cannot but feel grateful towards Governor 
and Mrs. Stanford, who, in collecting choice 
objects ef art, contribute to artists' pleas­ 
ure as well, for are they not renowned for 
that wide-extended hospitality belonging 
especially to the G olden State ?

The present number is entitle! “ Rome 
aud Carthage—The Punic Wars.” It is by 
K. Boeworth Smith, M. A., who has in this 
volume proven his fituess to prepare his­ 
torical works for the youth. The work is 
an abbreviation of his larger work on “ Car­ 
thage and the Carthaginians.” He- has made 
no attempt to alter the language of the larger 
work, except where it appeared t > him that ir. 
could be for tte better. 
The editor taye: 
“ Indeed, auy attempt to write down to 
the capacities of younger readers seems to 
me quite unnecessary in dealifg with an 
* epoch of history ’ which, in the unique inter­ 
est and importance of its subject, and in the 
grandeur of its leading characters, nppealu 
with almost equal force to young and old.” 
But in this Professor Smith is mistaken ; he 
has prepared a work which, whether “ writ­ 
ten down ” to juvenile capacity or not. is ad­ 
mirably adapted to it, and quite as well fitted 
for many of the more mature readers. 
From W. A. & C-. S. Houghton, Sacra­ 
mento, we have a work published by Fords, 
Howard k Hurlbut, New York, entitled 
“ Ploughed Under.” The story of an Indian 
Chief, told by himself; with an introduction 
by Inshta Theamba (“ Bright Eyes” ef the 
Poncas.) It is a significant title, a thiil’ing 
story, and whether written by an Indian 
or not, the style of that class of people who 
do write at all is at least very closely imi­ 
tated. The story is full of a new and strange 
interest, giving as is does, from the inside, a 
detailed view of the homes and.haunts, the 
ideas 
and 
impressions, 
the 
costumes 
and 
customs, 
the 
familiar habitB and 
special practices of our North 
Ameri­ 
can Indians. It leads the reader on from ore 
chapter to another with a constant succession 
of new themes and unhackneyed phases of 
life. 
I t 
very clearly shows bow the 
Indian tribes have been cheated, despoiled 
and driveu in desperation to retaliatory acts 
upon the whites. The story purports to be 
narrated by the son of a chief, who tells his 
own experience—his youth and training amid 
family influences; of hunts and 
battles 
afield; h¡3 love, with all their child-like, 
simple customs of wooing and wedding ; the 
coming of that great personage, the Indian 
Agent, among the tribe, with his following of 
good and evil; the holding of coucci s, the 
making of treaties, the pursuit of crimináis ; 
the intrigues and bold wickednesses of one of 
the whites, who makes way with the young 
Indian’s girlish bride ; her perils and escapes; 
the deceitful dealings of the whites with the 
tribe ; the outrage put upon them by the 
Secretary of the Agent, who pretended to 
write to their “ Great Father,” the Presi­ 
dent, at Washington, 
their 
petition to 
be freed from the supervision and enslave­ 
ment of the 
agency, 
while, in truth, 
he made their petition a prayer to the 
Government to buy their homes and lands 
and remove them to the “ Land of Fire,” aa 
the northern Indians call the Indian Terri­ 
tory. This petition was duly granted, the 
tribe’s village was destroyed, their lands ap­ 
propriated, and the Indians, protesting in 
vain, were driven like cattle and If ft in that 
“ healthful” land where the first years fever 
slew a third of their. number, and the second 
made the death list a full half. It is a graphic, 
moving story and cannot fail to have a de­ 
cidedly awakening influence upon all people 
who read it aGd have not already come to a 
full realization of the wrongs tbe red man 
has experienced at our hands.

will make an elaborate display of food 
products. 
The collection of native wood 
and ores by the Southern railroads will 
be the largest ever made. The Willimantic 
Linen Company has made arrangements to 
bring from 50 to 100 girls from its factories 
to Atlanta, where they will remain during 
the exposition. 
The whole process of 
making spool thread will be gone through 
with. 
The company has appropriated 
$20,000 for the expenses of the display. 


A year ago Hnmboldt Lake, which gen­ 
erally extends over several square miles, 
was so dry that horsemen could ride over 
its bottom without getting their horses’ 
hoofs muddy. 
Then it was demonstrated 
beyond all question that the lake had no 
subterranean outlet, and th at it was dried 
up by evaporation. 
Now the lake has 
spread out to its old size and is larger than 
at any previous time in six years. 
Its 
waves beat against the railroad embank­ 
ment at Brown's station, aiid its waters 
extend across the valley to tbe hills on the 
eastern side. 
Boats can once more sail 
from Brown’s to the slough in deep water, 
where a year ago the ground was ae dry as 
the surrooDding desert.—[Silver State.’

A t the Clark County (O.) Farmers’ Insti­ 
tute there was read a remarkably good and 
practical paper by Mrs. May A. Harrison, 
of Springfield, in respect tc which the Re­ 
publican of th at city Eays : “ Mrs. Edward 
Harrison’s paper on butter-making, printed 
in fnil in to-day’s Republican, as it was de­ 
livered before the Farmers' Institute, will 
prove of great interest and instruotivenesa 
to all who read it. 
I t is one of the most 
admirable and complete papers we have 
ever read, and coming from a lady who is 
herself one of the best of butter-makers, 
as we have good reason to know, it will be 
all the more valuable for th at reason.” 
Mrs. Harrison’s essay covers all the more 
essential points of her subject, in an in­ 
structive and interesting manner. 
After 
describing the various substances offered in 
the market as butter, and adverting to the 
commercial importance of ths dairy inter­ 
est in this country—about equal to that of 
the wheat orop, according to one authority, 
and fifty million dollars more according to 
another, one-seventh more than the hay 
crop, one-third more than the cotton, and 
only one fifth less than the corn—Mrs. H. 
proceeds : "N ow , how to make good but­ 
ter. 
It is a very simple affair. 
I will first 
state the method of a lady who sells to the 
Cincinnati market and makes what is called 
GILT-EDGED BUTTER. 
In summer she sots the milk in deep cans 
in cold water ; has an old fashioned spring 
bouee, I tclieve ; in winter sets in tame 
cans in kitchen, milk cooled and then 
covered closely. 
W hen the 
cream is 
slightly beginning to come she churns ; has 
the tem perature 5b in the summer and 64 
in winter. 
If the cream is too cold id is 
vanned hy setting in water, stirring con­ 
tinually until the right tem perature is 
reached ; ciinrn with slow, steady motion, 
until the butter ccmes, rinse down, take 
out of the chum , wash in brine, then in 
cold water, salt one ounce to the pound, 
work the salt in and. set away from three 
to six hours, work it again to get all the 
milk out, then pack into tubs or make into 
rolls as the case may be, and it is ready 
for market. 
One word about the salt, as 
most salt is impure. 
When good dairy 
salt cannot be procured, common barrel 
salt, if white and clean, makes excellent 
butter ; use the rolling-pin to pulverize if 
need be. 
The lady ad d s: 
‘ This does 
not sound like the process given by big 
dairymen who have all the conveniences 
they want, but perhaps there may be some, 
whom you will address, who have to work 
in a more humble sphere and use the com­ 
mon appliances within their reach.’ 
W ith 
the machinery used in creameries we have 
nothing to do, we on farms have very gen­ 
erally simple machinery for making butter. 
My own m tthod is much the same. During 
the past seven years I have made butter 
for my own family use, and some for sale, 
mi iking several cows, during the last two 
years, however, but one cow. 
First there 
must be 
TDK MOST EXQUISITE CLEANLINESS. 
Our agricultural papers sometimes talk 
learnedly about the cowy odor of milk and 
th« necessity of airing, etc. 
The cowy 
cdor comes simply from the outside of the 
cow’s udder, not from the inside. 
Have 
the udder clean, the loose hair and dirt 
brushed from the side of the cow, clean 
hauds, and clean, well-scalded tin-pail, 
and there will be no cowy odor on your 
milk. 
In our butter dairy we have had 
only the simplest methods for keeping 
miik ; setting it in a cellar in the summer ; 
in the fall and spring, when the weather is 
not warm, on a table in a back porch; 
sometimes on a box in a cool, shady place 
out of door. 
In winter it is kept in my 
kitchen, in all cases being first cooled and 
then covered closely. 
I use tin buckets 
holding six quarts, and tiso tin pans. 
If 
I had a nice, cool milk-room and shelves to 
set the milk upon I would use pans. 
The 
buckets I get for the convenience of cover­ 
ing closely. 
If I h a d a house with water 
flowing through I would use stone crocks, 
witr.out crack or flow in the glazing. 
The 
milk is 1 -t stand not longer than twenty- 
f. ur hours in summer and thirty-six m 
winter. 
Each time cream is added to that 
in the cream jar or bucket, it is thoroughly 
stirred, and, if possible, let stand twelve 
hours before churning, after the last is 
ad d ed , so that it will all be of an equal 
ripeness. 
The very best time to churn 
cream is when it ¡3 barely thick—not what 
we call solid clabber, but like thin jelly. 
I strain and skim the milk myself, allow­ 
ing no one else to do i t ; my daughter a t­ 
tends to tempering the cream, churning and 
PREPARING THE BUTTER. 
Sometimes my fourteen-year-old daugh­ 
ter attends to ail the churning process, and 
is very eure she knows all about it, and 
can make as good butter as anyone. 
To 
churo rapidly is a very grave sin in the 
eyes of onr bntter-makers ; about forty or 
fifty strokes to the minute being the limit. 
As soon as the butter granulates and sepa­ 
rates from the milk it is rinsed down and 
taken from the churn. 
If it is churned 
too long the grain is broken and the quality 
of the butter injured. 
And this is one of 
the nicest points in butter-making. 
New 
milk is full of minute globules of butter, 
each contained in a sack or covering. 
These rise to tho surface as the act of 
churning breaks this covering aud unites 
these minute globules together. 
When 
the pollcts in the churn are tho size of 
wheat grains, if you can do so, draw off 
the butterm ilk, a n i rinse with pure cold 
water, bnt if, as we do, you u?e the time- 
honored dash chnrn. lift the butter out 
carefully into your bowl ; rinse with cold 
water ; work lightly and salt, one ounce to 
the pound ; work again and set.away to 
cool. 
Too much working ruins butter, 
makes it greasy, especially if it comes 
from the churn a little too soft. 
Our but­ 
ter is usually set away 24 hours, then 
worked with a wooden paddle in summer 
and in winter with a butter worker, a 
very simple contrivance that any farmer 
coaid make. 
It is of hard wood, is in­ 
clined, to drain off the butterm ilk, andthe 
butter is pressed by a lever. 
I think 
it impossible to work a large churning 
properly in winter with a paddle, and 
EVERY GOOD BUTTER—MAKER 
Kaows better than to touch butter with 
her hands. 
1 have seen it done, however. 
The warmth of the hands destroys the 
grain, and the keeping qualities are spoiled. 
1 consider a bntter-worker a necessity. 
Many buttcr-makers have peculiar ways of 
making the butter come from their hands 
in an attractive shape, and which must be 
seen to be appreciated. 
It takes no more 
skill to make solid, golden butter, with a 
grain and aroma indescribable, than it does 
to make grease; but it must be skill rightly 
applied ; and, farmers of this institute, if 
your wives do not take a pride in the pro­ 
duce of the dairy; if they do not consider 
butter-making a fine art, you had better 
sell your cows and raise potatoes or some­ 
thing else on your grass lands. 
Vessels 
used in a milk or butter dairy can only be 
kept clean and sweet by a free use of hot 
water and soap, followed by a thorough 
rinsing. Milk coats vessels with an almost 
imperceptible gummy varnish, which only 
soap and hot water will dissolve. 
I be­ 
lieve many of the churns used make greasy 
batter. 
To break the coating of butter 
globules, a blow should be given, not a 
whirring movem ent; that makes butter 
come by friction, not by concussion, and 
the globules are mashed, not broken. 
The 
same is done ic working butter. 
The but­ 
ter must be pressed, not smeared.'’ 


The old proverb is illustrated by the in­ 
ventora of thermometers. In England they 
use Fahrenheit’s thermometer, the inven­ 
tion of a German. 
In Germany the ther­ 
mometer of Reaumur, a Frenchman, is still 
the most common. 
In France and in many 
other countries the Centigrade thermom­ 
eter, which was invented by the Swede 
Celsius, is universally adopted.

FEMININE NOTES. 


Mary Steadman Aldis writes to the Ixm- 
don A eve that as women are able to pay 
the nsnal fees fora college education, and 
as their fees would be aa valuable to a col­ 
lege as those of men, there seems to be no 
reasonable ground for refusing them the 
collegiate advantages which are open to 
men. 
The London Society for the Protection 
of Women and Children owes its origin, 
according to its President, to the increase 
of aggravated assaultsjupon women and 
children. 
The society aims at the pre­ 
vention and punishment of such crimes. 
Now that public prosecutors are being ap­ 
pointed, it might be thought th at the 
necessity for such a society as this would 
ceasq, 
So far as his experience goes, there 
certainly still exist* a necessity for such a 
society, nor can he see when that necessity 
will cease. 
Persistent obstruction having been of­ 
fered for many years to the introduction 
into the British Parliament of a hill legal­ 
izing marriage with a dead wife’s sister, in 
regard to which Mr. Bright has written 
that “ the case is one of very great hard­ 
ship and a scandal to our legislative sys­ 
tem ,” a memorial on the subject has been 
presented to Mr. Gladstone, asking his as­ 
sistance in bringing the question before the 
Honse of Commons. 
This memorial is 
signed by- 253 members of Parliament, Con­ 
servative and Liberal, representing one- 
half of the entire electoral body of the 
United Kingdom. 
Mias Annie Hampton Brewster writes 
from Rome th at when the famous ballet- 
dancer, Mile. Zucchi, had her benefit in 
that city, a Roman Prince sent her a 
superb bouquet, in the center of which was 
a blank check, signed hy his own princely 
name. A Parisian light-o’-toes would have 
ruined the confiding venerable admirer. 
Zucchi, however, is an Italian, and pru­ 
dent. 
She tilled up a check for only 20,­ 
000 francs ($4,000), and drew her money 
without dispute. 
Had she written 100,­ 
000 francs instead, the family of her aged ad­ 
mirer would probably have prosecuted her, 
which can be done in Rome. 
Conductor Miles’ train, on the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad, says the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, “ brought to this city for medi­ 
cal treatm ent A. J. VanBuskirk, of Scotts- 
burg, Scott county, Ind. 
Mr. Van Bus- 
kirk was taken to the station at Scottshurg 
on a stretcher, and there, meeting Mrs. 
Eliza Carr, a prepossessing widow of 35 
years, a proposition of marriage was made, 
accepted, the license obtained, and, just as 
the train hove in sight, the Rev. A. Z. 
W ade appeared, was requested to marry 
them, and, while the conductor kindly 
held up the train, the ceremony was pro­ 
nounced, and the invalid, accompanied by 
a wife nurse, was carried on the train, and 
the devotion of a bride of a few hours to 
the almost dying husband was one of the 
pleasing features of the loDg, hot and dusty 
ride to the city.” 
The Marquis of Salisbury, at a recent 
public meeting in London, said th at it 
seemed to him that the great difficulty is 
tc find arguments against the extension of 
higher education to women rather than to 
find arguments in favor of it. If such edu­ 
cation were valuable to those who had to 
make their way in tho world and to win 
their bread, it was as valuable to women 
as to men ; if it gave robustness to the char­ 
acter and relined the intellect, surely t hese 
qualities were as admirable in the female 
sex as in the male. 
Those who were in­ 
terested in the promotion of religions edu­ 
cation must be deeply sensible that in 
every generation the religious convictions 
of women were the mainstay of the Chris­ 
tian religion, because it was they who pro­ 
duced the earliest impressioDson the minds 
of those who would be the men and women 
of the next generation, and therefore it was 
a m atter of no slight importance th at the 
higher education of women should be per­ 
vaded by a religious spirit. 
About three weeks ago in Naples 18,000 
women operatives, finding the Royal To­ 
bacco Manufactory closed for the purpose 
of repairing the damages wrought during 
the recent disturbances, formed in proces­ 
sion, with banners at their head, some 
bearing the inscription, “ Long Live the 
Qaeeu,” and marched to the Palace of the 
Prefect. 
Here they were with difficulty 
prevented from entering in a body. 
The 
questor aud a police force restored some 
order, and a deputation of five were elected 
and received by the Prefect, who promised 
to bring their complaints before the proper 
quarter. 
Meanwhile the banners had been 
confiscated by the police, and the excite­ 
ment consequently greatly increased. 
A 
cry was raised of “ Let us go to the Queen 
at Capodimonte,” but on the road thither, 
at the Plaza Dante, the procession was 
without further ceremony dispersed by the 
police. 


LEE IN TEARS AT APPOMATTOX. 


The following is an extract from a paper 
read by Captain McDonald before the 
Southern Historical Society: 
W hen it was known that we had surren­ 
dered, there was at first some dissatisfac­ 
tion, but sympathy for Lee soon did away 
with all individual sense of humiliation. 
W hen Harris’ Mississippi brigade of Ma- 
hone’s division were informed of the sur­ 
render, and ordered to cease firing, most 
of the officers and men refused to obey, 
declaring that they would never surrender. 
Mohone went and expostulated with them, 
hut they would not listen to him. 
Finally 
Lee came and made a personal appeal. 
For some time even his authority was dis­ 
regarded. 
Many of the officers and men 
gathered around him and implored him 
not to put upon them such disgrace. 
W ith 
tears they begged him to trust himself to 
their care, sweariDg that they could and 
would carry him through safely, and tell­ 
ing him that once in the mountains he 
could raise another army. 
But Iaie told them with broken accents 
and with many tears that he could not 
break his word ; that his honor was in­ 
volved. 
Finally he asked them if they 
who had followed him so long and stood 
by him so faithfully were ashamed to share 
his fate. 
This appeal they could not re­ 
sist, though with heart-breaking sobs they 
yielded. 
There is hardly a doubt that this brigade 
would have carried Lee out safely had he 
let them try it. 
Mahone called them the 
“ Invincibles.” They were often selected 
for quick and desperate work. 
I will 
state a single instance of their valor. 
At 
Farmville, when the Federáis made a de­ 
termined effort to break onr lines, in the 
midst of the battle a courier rode up and 
told Mahone th at a part of the Stonewall 
division had given way and that the enemy 
at this point had penetrated half a mile 
beyond onr right flank. 
Mahone at once 
sped away like an arrow down the line. 
In less than twenty minutes he returned 
with H arris’ brigade, and charging the 
enemy in flank with the bayonet killed or 
captured nearly every one. 
As soon as the tiring ceased many of the 
Federáis came into our lines and began to 
fraternize with the men. 
In order to 
carry home some relic of the surrender, 
they swapped knives or anything they had 
for the old plunder of the Confederates. 
Some of the latter, alive to the situation, 
having exhausted 
their 
stock-in-trade, 
went about seeking to replenish it, and 
hence there arose quite a brisk demand for 
old papers, combs, etc. 
The Federáis seemed overjoyed at the 
issue, and their hearts were running over 
with kindly feeling. 
One man, a Colonel, 
made a speech to a large crowd of Confed­ 
erates. 
He was a big-hearted soldier, and, 
with many compliments to Lee and his 
men, seemed to be trying to take away the 
sting of defeat from the crestfallen foes. 
Among other things he said that the North 
loved tbe Sonth, and 'that the next Presi­ 
dent of the United States would be General 
Lee. 
Finally, he said: 
“ We are all a 
band of brothers now,’’ and seemed to 
pause for a reply. 
A grim battle-scarred 
veteran responded in an audible tone and 
with an oath : 
“ If I had you out in the 
woods by yourself I’d brother you.” 
I have only to add, in conclusion, th at 
this retreat, which in the eyes of some re­ 
flects somowhat upon the fame of Lee, 


may yet go down into history as the tri 
umphant masterpiece of his genius. 
The wonder is, not th at his army was 
captured at Appomattox, but th at it xvas 
not captnred long before it reached that 
point. 
To successfully conduct a beaten 
army, after the stnnuing defeats at Peters­ 
burg and Five Forks, almost as he was 
surrounded by overwhelming numbers, for 
eight days, without food and with little 
ammunition, is a feat almost without par­ 
allel in military annals. 
And when he at 
last resolved to cease the struggle, i t .was 
not with a corporal’s guard around him, 
but with a gallant army of 12,000 men. 
If he taw fit to forget his own glory and 
to consult only the iuterests oi our com­ 
mon couutry, let us endeavor to appre­ 
ciate his magnanimity and give him th at 
praise which posterity will certainly ac­ 
cord him. 
I t is impossible to estimate the heroism 
of his army on this retreat, unless we con­ 
sider the sufferings they were subjected to, 
and above all the sufferings from hunger. 
I know of no rations that were issued 
after the 5th, except that of parched corn. 
This was to Mahone’s men while halting 
in the road under arms. 
They were not 
allowed to stop to eat it, but appeased 
their hunger as they marched ; not irregu­ 
larly, but by fours, every man in his place 
ready for action. 
During the whole terrible retreat Ma­ 
hone maintained the strictest discipline, 
though fighting a battle nearly every day. 
How the other divisions of Lee’s army- 
behaved in those closing day s of the strug­ 
gle 1 am not able to speak, but the conduct 
of Mahone’s men could not be surpassed.

T h e N evada C ity C e le b ra tio n . 


N e v a d a , August 5th.—A few citizens of 
Nevada resolved to hold a celebration here of 
rejoicing 
over 
the 
rapid and steady re­ 
covery of the President of the Republic. 
They had but a short time to prepare. W hile 
there was no regular meeting of citizens, all 
generally acquiesced in the movement, and 
to-day was fixed as the date, so as to have 
present the First Artillery Regim ent from 
Camp Brown. 
Colonel Haym ond was ac­ 
cordingly invited, and accepted for the regi­ 
m en t 
Early this morning the people began flock­ 
ing to Nevada, and by noon the streets were' 
well filled. 
A ll the chief highways were ' 
sprinkled and swept, and public and private 
buildings decorated with the national colors. 
The troops left Camp Brown at 1:30 V. M., 
and arrived at Nevada at 2 P. li.. when Cap­ 
tain H oughton’s battery fired the President’s 
salute of twenty-one gun3. 
The troops then, 
after a brief rest and stacking of arms on 
Broad street, formed in line and marched 
through the principal streets. 
The proces­ 
sion was led by the Brigalier commanding, 
supported by his staff, mounted. 
Then came 
the First Artillery band, ColoDel Haym ond 
and staff, and the regiment marching by 
com pany front. 
The Gatling battery, fully 
horsed, 3nd under command of Major M c­ 
K ee, attracted much 
attention, it being 
to the mass of people a decided cariosity. 
There was no turn out of citizens in the pro­ 
cession, but the balconies and windows were 
filled with people, and the walks crowded 
along the line of march. 
It was a gala day 
for Nevada City, and the regiment was 
warm ly complimented for its fine appearance, 
notwithstanding it was nearly 100 men short, 
th ey being the ‘ en ’’ and “ off ” guard left at 
the camp, and the men on “ liberty.” 
Many 
leading business houses closed up here this af­ 
ternoon, and nearly the whole population was 
c u t in holiday attire. 
The procession was a 
success, the turn out of the people was asnc- 
cess, the decoration of the town was a suc­ 
cess ; but at the conclusion of the procession, 
■when all expected to go to the armory, an as­ 
tounding rumor went arouud that the meet 
ing—the heart and soul of 
the proposed 
lhauksgiviDg—had fallen through, and the 
affair came down on its hind quarters so flat 
and 
hard 
that 
all of 
its 
wits 
were 
knocked out. 
It 
appears 
that 
a self­ 
constituted com mittee had gotten up the 
affair, had notified and announced the name 
of Judge Niles as President of the D ay, and 
Judgee Sear Is and Dibble and Mr. H upp as 
speakers, and had invited the G overnorto lie 
present, and the m ilitary. 
The Governor, 
General Stoneman and the m ilitary came, 
and Albert H art consented to aid by reading 
a poem ; but the committee failed to get con­ 
sent of the President of the D ay asd the 
speakers before announcing them, or at least 
bungled so badly, and had so little knowledge 
of the details necessary to suoh a celebration, 
that at the last moment it found the gentle­ 
men named not on hand. 
Jndge Niles de­ 
clared that he could not get the head or tail 
of it, and Judge Searls is much in the same 
fix. 
The 
military and 
the people were 
here, 
and 
did 
their 
part, 
but 
the 
managers 
proved 
their 
incompetence. 
The facts seem to be that these men got up 
the aff|ir without a meeting of citizens, or ask­ 
ing the counsel and aid of the people of the city, 
who wonld gladly have aided, thoy Bay, and 
who are bitter now in denunciation of the 
self-sufficient committee and the fact that it 
made no provision for the Governor and his 
party in the line, but left him on the side­ 
walk. 
Colonel Haymond, to afford the 
people all he could of military spectacular 
display, ordered guard mounted at 5 P. M. 
here instead of at the camp, and dress parade 
at 5:30 P. M. here. 
Also, at 4:30 p. M„ Cap­ 
tain Houghton’s battery gave an exhibition 
drill in the presence of a large crowd.

estim ated that the people on Broad street at 
that time numbered not less than 3,500.

6 o'clock the troope returned to Camp Brown, 
and at night the usual concert and routine 
occurred.

midnight. 
A t 1:30 a . m Saturday the Gov­ 
ernor leaves for Sacramento. 
The press headquarters at Camp Brown 
were closed to-day from 11 A. u. to 7 P. M. 
A t 2 P. M. Saturday the headquarters will be 
dismantled and the tents struck, and the 
occupants w ill leave for home on Sunday at 
7 a . m.

H e supposed he had killed his daughter, and 
overcome w ith remorse shot himself, thus 
evading the consequences of his hasty and 
ungovernable temper by com m itting another 
rash deed.

The authorities have 
sent for a surgeon to attend the wounded 
squaw. 
The Indians are very angry, and 
should the woman die it is thought trcuble 
w ill ensue. 
N o very good feeling exists be­ 
tween the settlers and the Indians on the re­ 
servation. 
M utual distrust prevails, and it 
would require but little provocation on either 
side to precipitate trouble. 
Tom N e is in 
jail at Yakim a, but the Indians insist on his 
release. 
A large barn belonging to Mrs. D . Chand­ 
ler, at ForeBt Grove, W ashington county, 
was totally destroyed by fire last night. Loss, 
$800; no insurauce. 
The saloon belonging to M . Brisbine, at 
North Y am hill, was burned on the 3d.
